TOWN MEETING WARRANT 


Commonwealth of Massachusetts 


Norfolk, ss. 
To either Constable in the Town of Walpole, 
Greetings: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are 
hereby directed to notify the inhabitants of Precinct 1, of said 
Town of Walpole, qualified to vote in elections, to meet in the 
Town Hall, in said Walpole, and the inhabitants of Precinct 2, 
of said Town of Walpole, qualified to vote in elections, to meet 
in the Hast Walpole Fire Station, in said Town, and the inhabi- 
tants of Precinct 3, of said Town of Walpole, qualified to vote in 
elections, to meet in the Community House, in South Walpole, 
in said Town on 


MONDAY, THE TWENTIETH DAY OF JANUARY, 1930, 
AT 5.45 O’CLOCK IN THE FORENOON, 


to bring in their votes for the following officers, to wit: 


Five Selectmen, one Town Treasurer, one Collector of Taxes, 
one Moderator, five members of the Town Planning Board, all 
for one year; one Assessor of Taxes, two members of the School 
Committee, two members of the Public Library Trustees, all 
for three years. 


And you are further directed to notify the inhabitants of said 
Town of Walpole, qualified to vote in elections and town affairs, 
to meet in the Town Hall, in said Walpole, on the second Monday 
in February, 1930, it being the tenth day of said month, at 7.30 
o’clock P. M., to which time and place this meeting will be ad- 
journed in accordance with Chapter 377, of the Acts and Re- 
solves of 1924, then and there to act on the following articles: 


Art. 1. To elect all other Town officers not elected by ballot. 


Art. 2. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Treasurer, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money in antici- 
pation of the revenue of the current financial year. 


Art. 3. To see if the Town will vote to petition the Director 
of Accounts, Department of Corporations and Taxation, Com- 
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monwealth of Massachusetts, for an audit of the Town’s accounts, 
in accordance with Section 35, Chapter 44, of the General Laws. 


Art. 4. To see if the Town will authorize the Collector in col- 
lecting taxes to use all means which the Treasurer may use when 
appointed Collector. 


Art. 5. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Collector, 
in collecting water rates and water services bills, to follow the 
rules and regulations of the Water Department. 


Art. 6. To see if the Town will give free of charge the use of 
the Town Hall to Thomas H. Crowley Post No. 104, American 
Legion and Auxiliary to said American Legion Post, for enter- 
tainments during the ensuing year, or do or act anything in re- 
lation thereto. 


Art. 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for the Thomas H. Crowley Post, No. 104, American 
Legion, to be used for Memorial Day exercises, including the 
decoration of all graves of soldiers and sailors of Walpole. 


Art. 8. To see if the Town will instruct the Selectmen to provide 
for compensation under the Workmen’s Compensation Act, for its 
laborers, workmen and mechanics, firemen, police, and all other 
town employees, receiving injury out of and in the course of their 
employment, raise and appropriate money therefor, or do or act 
anything in relation thereto. 


Art. 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
money to pay its proportionate share of the Norfolk County 
Hospital maintenance for the year 1929. 


Art. 10. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate a sum 
of money for the employment of a Dental Hygienist, or do or 
act anything in relation thereto. 


Art. 11. To see if the Town wiil raise and appropriate the 
sum of $2,000.00 for the employment of a District Nurse, or other 
nurses, or do or act anything in relation thereto. ; 


Art. 12. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $500.00 for public band concerts during the summer of 
1930, said concerts to be given under the direction of the Thomas 
H. Crowley Post, No. 104, American Legion. 


Art. 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $500.00 to pay rent of Thomas H. Crowley Post 
No. 104, American Legion, in the I. O. O. F. Block, West Street, 
for the year 1930, in accordance with Section 9, Chapter 40 of 
the General Laws. 


Art. 14. To raise and appropriate, or transfer, such sums of 
money as may be necessary to defray the expenses of the Town 
for the ensuing year. 
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Art. 15. To hear and act on the report of any Committee, 
to choose any Committee the Town may think proper and transact 
any other business that may legally come before the Town. 


Art. 16. To see if the Town will vote to accept Sections 32 
to 47 inclusive of Chapter 147 of the General Laws, and any amend- 
ments or additions thereto. 


Art. 17. Tosee if the Town will vote to extend its six inch water 
main on North Street from the end of the present main on said 
North Street to High Street and thence on High Street as far as 
the residence of Maurice Mayhew, raise and appropriate money 
therefor, or do or act anything in relation thereto. (Petition of 
Maurice Mayhew and others.) 


Art. 18. To see if the Town will vote to change the name of 
that portion of Diamond Street on the northerly side of Hast 
Street to ‘Hartshorn Road.’’ (Petition of Mrs. M. B. Tebbetts 
and others). 


Art. 19. To see if the Town will vote to build a five foot ce- 
ment concrete sidewalk on the westerly side of Massachusetts 
Avenue, from Common Street to Stone Street, raise and appropri- 
ate money therefor, or do or act anything in relation thereto. 
(Petition of Walter V. Giles and others). 


Art. 20. To see if the Town will vote to build a five foot ce- 
ment concrete sidewalk on the easterly side of Washington Street, 
in East Walpole, from the private way known as Carberry Lane 
to High Plain Street, raise and appropriate money therefor, or 
do or act anything in relation thereto. (Petition of- Charles L. 
Crosby and others). 


Art. 21. To see if the Town will vote to build a five foot cement 
concrete sidewalk on the southerly side of East Street, from the 
eorner of Hast and Short Streets at the property of George Tucker 
as far as the property of Victor Weseleski, raise and appropriate 
money therefor, or do or act anything in relation thereto. (Pe- 
tition of Frank W. Fisher and others. ) 


Art. 22. To see if the Town will vote to dispose by sale or 
otherwise of certain land on the southerly side of south Main 
Street, namely, lots 103 and 105 of the Chestnut Park, so-called, 
or do or act anything in relation thereto. (Petition of T. P. 
Chandler, 2nd.) 


Art. 23. To see if the Town will vote to widen and rebuild 
Summer Street to the lines established by the layout of the County 
Commissioners of Norfolk County dated December 18, 1928, from 
the property of John J. and Gertrude Brooks to Winter Street, 
a distance of about 1,250 feet, raise and appropriate money there- 
for, or do or act anything in relation thereto. (Petition of Town 
Planning Board.) 
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Art. 24. To see if the Town will vote to build a cement con- 
crete sidewalk on the westerly side of Summer Street, from the 
end of the present sidewalk to Winter Street, raise and appropriate 
money therefor, or do or act anything in relation thereto. (Pe- 
tition of Town Planning Board.) 


Art. 25. To see if the Town will vote to properly and ade- 
quately drain Pine and Washington Streets at their junction, raise 
and appropriate money therefor. (Petition of J. Alton Monroe.) 


Art. 26. To see if the Town will vote to build cement con- 
crete sidewalks on both sides of Massachusetts Avenue from Com- 
mon Street to Stone Street, raise and appropriate money therefor, 
or do or act anything in relation thereto. (Petition of John C.

Thence turning and running N. 1° 24’ 30” W. one hundred 
forty-one and 96/100 (141.96) feet by land of Town of Walpole 
to a drill hole at corner of stone wall; 


Thence turning and running N. 49° 40’ 30” W. one hundred 
thirty and 38/100 (130.38) feet by land of Town of Walpole to 
a nail in fence at end of wall; 


Thence turning and running N. 40° 09’ E. eighty-two and 55/100 
(82.55) feet by land of Town of Walpole to an iron rod; 


Thence turning and running N. 49° 03’ 20” W. one hundred 
fifty-three and 90/100 (153.90) feet by land of Town of Walpole 
to the point of beginning, containing 3 acres and 8396 sq. ft., 
all according to said plan, raise and appropriate money therefor, 
or do or act anything in relation thereto.

Pursuant to the adjournment of meeting held March 3, 1930, 
the Adjourned Town Meeting was called to order by the Moderator 
at 7.30 P. M., on March 10, 1930. 


The Moderator announced that the motion before the house 
was on Art. 53, presented by Mr. Anderson, namely, ‘‘That this 
article be indefinitely postponed. 


Mr. Delaney, Chairman of the Town Hall Committee stated 
that he hoped this article would not be postponed as he believed 
that the whole proposition should be put before the meeting 
and discussed and then voted on.

The original motion as amended was then put to a vote and it 
was voted in the affirmative. 


Art. 7. On motion made and seconded, it was Voted, that the 
Board of Selectmen be instructed to file a petition with the Legis- 
lature at the next session asking permisison to erect a Memorial 
Building on the Park Land, near the fire station on Stone Street. 


Art. 8. (Land Damages, Main St.) Voted, that this article 
be indefinitely postponed. 


Art. 9. A motion was made by the Chairman of the Appropria- 
tion Committee, and seconded, ‘“That the Town do not pay Ray- 
mond M. Stowell the sum of $1,500.00 as compensation for his 
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services as architect rendered in connection with the activities 
of the Special Committee appointed on February 17, 1925, as 
authorized by vote of the Town on February 9, 1925, to consider

Proposed Amendment to the Constitution—Question No. 1 


Shall an amendment to the constitution relative to the ap- 
portionment of senatorial, representative and councillor districts, 
further described as follows: 


The proposed amendment of the Constitution provides for the 
annulment of Article XXI of the Articles of Amendment of the 
Constitution and the substitution therefor of a new Article XXI, 
and for the annulment of Article XXII of the Articles of Amend- 
ment of the Constitution and the substitution therefor of a new 
Article XXII. The proposed amendment embodies in substance 
the following changes in and additions to said Articles XXI and 
XXII: 
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1. In proposed Article XXI, towns of twelve thousand in- 
habitants or more may be divided in forming representative dis- 
tricts. No Precincts, however, in such towns may be divided. 
In taking the census the special enumeration of legal voters shall 
specify the number residing in each Precinct of such towns. Under 
existing Amendment X XI no town may be divided and no speci- 
fication of the number of voters in a Precinct is required. 


2. The division of a county into representative districts and 
the apportionment of representatives to districts therein is to be 
made by ‘The county commissioners or other body acting as 
such or, in lieu thereof, such board of special commissioners in 
each county as may for that purpose be provided by law.....” 
Under Article X XI as it now stands the division and apportion- 
ment is made by ‘The mayor and aldermen of the city of Bos- 
ton, the county commissioners of other counties than Suffolk,— 
or in lieu of the mayor and aldermen of the City of Boston, or 
of the county commissioners in each county other than Suffolk, 
such board of special commissioners in each county, to be elected 
by the people of the county, or of the towns therein, as may for 
that purpose be provided by law.....’ The time of assembling 
of such commissioners, board or body for the purpose of making 
such division and apportionment is also changed, from the first 
Tuesday of August next after each assignment by the Legislature 
of the number of representatives.to each county, to a time within 
thirty days after certification by the Secretary of the Common- 
wealth to such commissioners, board or body of the number so 
assigned, or within such other period as the General Court may 
by law provide. 


3. Under the proposed Articles, each special enumeration 
shall be the basis for determining the districts, senatorial, repre- 
sentative and councillor, for the ten-year period beginning in the 
fourth January following said special enumeration and the present 
division of districts is to remain in effect until January 1939. 
Under the existing amendments the ten year period is the period 
between the taking of each census. (Thus, the next re-division 
based upon the next census in 1935, would under the proposed 
Articles, affect those elected in 1938 to hold office beginning in 
January 1939, instead of affecting those elected in 1936 to hold 
ofice beginning in January, 1937. Under existing amendment 
representation of newly created districts begins in January of the 
second year after each ten-year census, whereas under the proposed 
article it would begin in January of the fourth year thereafter.) 
The number of representatives (240) senators (40) and councillors 
(8) is not changed. 


4. The Legislature may limit the time within which a division 
of representative, councillor or senatorial districts may be ques- 
tioned by judicial proceedings. The existing amendments con- 
tain no provision that itself limits or authorizes the Legislature 
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to limit such time, which received in a joint session of the two 
Houses held May 17, 1928, 182 votes in the affirmative and 48 
in the negative, and at a joint session of the two Houses held May 
26, 1930, received 155 votes in the affirmative and 88 in the nega- 
tive, be approved? ,

Voted, that the Town transfer from the Excess and Deficiency 
Account $3,000.00 to defray the expenses of removing surplus 
brush from Town property, money to be expended under the super- 
vision of the Town Engineer for the needy employed. 


Art. 8. On motion presented by Mr. Leach and duly seconded, 
it was 


Voted, that the Selectmen be instructed to prepare for the An- 
nual Town Meeting for the year 1931 an article in the warrant 
whereby the Town may take by eminent domain the land necessary 
for the installation of a main trunk line sewer from Walpole Cen- 
ter to East Walpole, according to the survey made by E. Worth- 
ington. Said article to include all details necessary to a legal 
taking of the necessary land for the purpose herein stated. 


Under this article Mr. Delaney of the Town Hall Committee 
made a report giving details as to the cost of making alterations 
in the Town Hall Building and also the cost of building an addition 
to the Town Hall building, explaining that the total cost of al- 
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terations must be raised by taxation in one year while the cost 
of building an addition could be divided by $4,000.00 or there- 
abouts be transferred from the Excess and Deficiency and the 
balance borrowed by notes to extend over a few years. 


Mr. Allen (John 8S.) of this Committee also reported and stated 
that in the opinion the best plan would be to build the addition 
to the Town Hall. 


A general discussion on this subject followed, Mr. Fitzhenry 
and Mr. P. R. Allen speaking in opposition to building an addition 
to the Town Hall and Mr. Bock of the Board of Selectmen speak- 
ing in favor of building an addition to the building, pointing out 
the urgent need for more room for offices and particularly for 
fireproof vaults. 


On motion presented by Mr. R. H. Hennessey and duly seconded, 
it was 


Voted, that the report of the Committee be accepted as progress 
and that they be instructed to bring in at the December meeting 
two plans, one for addition and the other for internal alteration. 


Mr. Easton of the South Walpole School Committee reported 
that the School Building was practically completed and a date 
for dedication of the building would be announced soon and he 
urged that as many as possible visit the building on that date 
and look it over. 


On motion made and seconded, it was 


Voted, that the Tercentenary Committee be discharged, with a 
vote of thanks. 


Mr. Anderson of the Taxation Committee reported that the 
Committee would make a report at the Annual Town Meeting 
and ask for an appropriation at that time. 


Mr. Hennessey reported for the Nevins Memorial Building Com- 
mittee and stated that a Bill would be introduced at the next 
Legislature asking for the necessary permit to build the building 
in Memorial Park. 


On motion made and seconded, it was 


Voted, that the Committee on Aviation Field be discharged, with 
a vote of thanks. 


Art. 4. A motion was made by the Chairman of the Appropria- 
tion Committee, ‘‘That the Town vote to instruct the Town Clerk 
to mail a warrant to every family for all Town Meetings that 
may be held during the remainder of the year, and transfer from 
the Excess and Deficiency Account $50.00 for such work.”’ 
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Mr. Whiting spoke against sending a warrant to ‘‘every family” 
as it would be impossible for anyone to know just the proper per- 
son to send the warrant to and stated the only fair way to do would 
be (if the warrants were mailed at all) to mail them to every voter. 


Mr. Whiting offered an amendment to the above motion ‘That 
the word’ ‘Family’ be stricken out and the word ‘voter’ inserted 
therefor.”’ Mr. Anderson then stated that if the warrants were 
mailed to every voter the cost therefor would be $75.00.

A motion was presented by the Chairman of the 
Selectmen that ‘‘the Town instruct the Selectmen to petition 
the Legislation to permit the Town of Walpole to supply water 
to the State Prison Colony at Norfolk, Mass., or to the Town of 
Norfolk.” 


A motion was presented by Mr. Handel Jepson ‘That this 
article be indefinitely postponed.”’ 


A general discussion followed, Mr. Maguire, Mr. Leach and 
Mr. Bock speaking against the indefinite postponement of this 
article and Mr. Jepson, Mr. Chandler and Mr. Fitzhenry speaking 
in favor of the indefinite postponement. 


Mr. Bock then stated that if Mr. Gill, of the State Prison Colony, 
(who was present) was allowed the privilege of speaking, the ques- 
tion could be cleared up. 


-Mr. Jepson objected to having Mr. Gill speak. 


The Moderator then called for a motion to adjourn the meeting 
for five minutes and on motion made and seconded, it was Voted 
to adjourn the meeting for five minutes. 


The Moderator then called on Mr. Gill who explained the reason 
that the State Prison Colony favored the extension of the water 
to their colony. He stated that they had a water supply of their 
own installed and did not intend to buy water from the Town of 
Walpole as they could not afford to but they did favor the water 
extension to their colony for emergency purposes only.

The original motion presented by Mr. Maguire was then put 
to a vote and it was voted 33 in the affirmative and 52 in the nega- 
tive. The Moderator declared that the motion was lost.

“That the money be expended under the supervision of Selectmen 
and Board of Public Welfare.”’ 


Mr. Maguire stated that according to our charter the work 
would have to be done under the supervision of the Town En- 
gineer. Mr. Anderson changed his amendment to read ‘Town 
Engineer” instead of ‘Selectmen.’ 


A vote was taken on the amendment and it was voted in the 
negative.

In accordance with the provisions of the law, the Town Clerk is prepared to 
furnish to parents, physicians and midwives applying therefor, blanks for re- 
turn of births as required by law.

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REPORT OF SELECTMEN 


To the Citizens of Walpole: 


The Selectmen herewith submit their annual report for the 
year 1930. All work voted at the annual town meeting has been 
completed, with but a few exceptions, these are unfinished, due 
to engineering problems that are now solved, and these projects 
will be the first done in 1931. 


Much work was done on the wells at the pumping station and 
several additional wells added. This was foresight on the part 
of our late Engineer, Mr. Hart; and we were able to go through 
our exceptionally dry summer without any danger of shortage. 


Our entire system of wells is now being checked and cleaned 
to insure absolute efficiency. 


The water extensions on North and Winter Streets, as well as 
the West Walpole extension have been completed and those served 
are greatly relieved. 


Our police and fire departments have operated in the usual 
efficient manner, and are public servants above the average in 
appearance and operation. 


The large problem this year confronting the Board was the un- 
employment situation but during the summer we were able to 
meet the situation due to the co-operation of a real estate operator, 
and the County Commissioners, signing a guarantee on water 
extensions. This took care of us until late fall. 


At present, due to the large number on the payroll, it is necessary 
to work alternate weeks. 


Our largest problem now is our trunk line sewer. The engineer- 
ing is practically completed, and will be when this report is printed. 
This work is being supervised by Mr. McIntyre, acting Town 
Engineer. 


During the latter part of the year Mr. Hart was unable to be 
about and appointed Mr. McIntyre, who had charge of the West 
Walpole water extension, as his assistant, to carry out his plans, 
and this worked out excellently. 


One of the greatest losses the Town has ever suffered came on 
December 24th, when Mr. Hart passed away; a real sincere official 
with his whole life and existence for Walpole. We wish at this 
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time, to thank the various departments for their co-operation 
during the past year.

ALLSTON FRANCIS HART 


It is with sincere sorrow and regret that we have to record the 
passing of Allston Francis Hart, one of the most conscientious, 
honest and aggresive Town Engineers which was the good for- 
tune of the town to employ. 


His death on December 24th, 1930, has taken from our midst 
a fellow citizen whose place in the community will be hard to fill. 


He was born in Lynn, Mass., Dec. 10, 1883, son of Miles S. 
and Kate A. Hart. Since the death of his father, which occurred 
when he was 13 years old, he was the sole support of his mother 
who died in May 1930. In 1909 he entered the employ of the 
Saugus Water Department and in Sept. 1911 was made Superin- 
tendent of the Saugus Water Department. On Feb. 15, 1918, he 
enlisted in the service in the World War, serving until the Armis- 
tice. He saw service at the front and was wounded while in action. 


On his return to Saugus after the signing of the Armistice, he 
was again appointed Superintendent of the Saugus Water Depart- 
ment but later resigned his position to enter the employ of the 
Metropolitan District Water Commission. 


On April 1, 1921, he was appointed Superintendent of the Wal- 
pole Water Dept., and in February 1922 he was appointed Town 
Engineer by the Selectmen. On January 1, 1925, on the adoption 
of the new town charter, he was appointed Town Hngineer and 
Purchasing Agent of the Town which position enlarged his duties, 
placing him in charge of all public works of the town, and also 
put him in charge of the Health Department. ‘This position he 
held until the time of his death with distinct advantage to the 
Town and with great credit to himself. He had a wonderful 
disposition which allowed him to keep his self respect and dignity 
in the face of many unjust criticisms. He also possessed the ability 
to foresee the needs of the Town long before the demand for these 
nteds was apparent to any others, consequently when any emer- 
gency arose he had everything ready to cope with. His ability 
to organize and work with people has made the Walpole Town 
government the success that it is and his influence for the good 
of Walpole will long remain. 


He held responsible offices in various fraternal organizations 
and at the time of his death was Commander of the Thomas H. 
Crowley Post 104, American Legion of Walpole. 


His services to the Town of Walpole were of such a high character 
that this page is dedicated to his memory in grateful recognition 
by the citizens of Walpole.

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Report of the Town Engineer 


Walpole, Mass., December 17, 1930. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit the report of the Town Engineer for the year 
ending December 31, 1930, and the sixth year under the Walpole 
Plan of government which became effective January 1, 1925. 


The charter has survived the six year test to the satisfaction 
of the majority of the citizens for, although a plan for changes 
was submitted at the regular town meeting this year, a vote was 
not recorded, the matter being merely dropped and now at the 
end of six years it may be changed only by will of the Legislature. 


Of course, I am very much pleased to have been the successful 
Engineer in charge all this time and to see my plans and dreams 


actually work out certainly repays me for the vast amount of 


time and study which went into the work even if it did break my 
health a little and require home treatment. 


The Walpole Plan is the best government for this size town as 
I have taken the trouble to investigate others and have found 
none better. 


There have been several large projects completed this past 
year, the principal one being the West Walpole Water extension, 
of which a detailed account will be found later in this report. By 
this addition the Town of Walpole completes its last large water 
main extension and every section of the Town is now supplied 
with water and fire protection and we may well be pleased with 
our excellent supply. The West Walpole job required the erection 
of a 250,000 gallon water tower and a water boosting station, 
which last named is principally installed as a fire protection, against 
excessive draft from the tower or other unforeseen use of water 
as the tank is on a level with our standpipes at High Plain Street 
and will fill through the night under ordinary conditions. | 
am pleased to state the job was completed without accident or 
overrun. An eight inch pipe line has been laid on Winter Street 
from Summer St. to Main Street and High Street and North Street 
have both been taken care of as to water supply. 


I had the good fortune to drive forty more wells in our water 


shed this spring. Although our appropriation run very short 


on account of this work, you surely must realize that the abnormally 
dry summer justified the work and because of driving these wells 
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the Town of Walpole was not obliged to request one single cur- 
tailment in the use of water which was quite out of the ordinary 
during the dry season. 


Sewer 


The next large project is the sewer which has been discussed | 
for some time and now becomes a live issue to be started this 
year. ‘The following is a brief account of the manner in which I 
propose to handle that project. 


It will be shown that under our plan the tax payer will hardly 
know the sewer is being constructed. There will be no millions 
involved and your Iingineer has had hard work presenting this 
part of the plan to the people as the one word ‘‘sewers’”? seemed to 
send everyone into the air. However, if you will read the follow- 
ing carefully I think you will agree with me that we may clean 
up some very unhealthy spots at a very great advantage to the 
Town of Walpole and comply at the same time to the mandates 
of the State Board of Health. 


The Act under which the Town of Walpole is to build sewers 
is Chapter 120 of the Acts of 1930. This Act has already been 
accepted by the town and the Selectmen voted Commissioners. 
The Commissioners immediately appointed Allston F. Hart the 
Town Engineer, Superintendent and Engineer in charge. I pro- 
cured the services of Mr. EK. Worthington of Dedham as Consult- 
ing Engineer and Mr. Kenneth McIntyre as resident assistant, 
and all during the summer months we have been making surveys 
and running levels. It is my object to run the trunk line from East 
Walpole to Walpole this coming summer that we may be ready 
to take care of the manufacturing wastes as soon as the new Met- 
ropolitan line is ready to receive us as this is one of the principal 
reasons we are required to build a sewer. This new trunk sewer 
will start at Water St., Norwood, run outside the Hollingsworth 
ponds, cross the road below Bird’s underpass, then straight across 
the little pond to the Bird Estate following along the shore 
until we come to the Plimpton Dam, then crossing and following 
along the southerly side of the pond through the railroad under- 
pass to Main Street, across Main Street to the south of Stetson’s 
Pond, through the railroad underpass to East Street, thence to 
the Lewis Mfg. Company. I have-also made provisions to take 
care of the Multibestos Co. and the 8. Gray Company, at a later 
date. 


Now, of course, the big question which faces us is cost assess- 
ments. The Act provides that the Town shall by vote determine 
what portion of the cost of sewerage shall be borne by the town 
provided that it shall not be less than 14 nor more than 2% of the 
whole cost of construction. In most cases the proportion is fixed

so that 14 the cost is borne by the town and 1% by the abuttors or 


users of the sewer. This division is what we recommend for the 
Town of Walpole. 


It must be remembered that in determining the cost of the 
benefit accruing to any property it is necessary to take into con- 
sideration not only the immediate sewer in front of the property 
but also the entire system which carries the sewerage from the 
street to the point of disposal and therefore must share in the cost 
of larger mains if required for their own particular use above the 
cost of regular domestic size for that district. In determining the 
assessment rate it is therefore necessary to take an average cost 
of the whole system without regard to the immediate cost of any 
particular sewer main as contemplated. 


The total cost of the sewerage system required to serve the por- 
tions of Walpole and East Walpole that have been so long a menace 
to health and a nuisance to dispose of is as follows. 


We have drawn a plan showing about 1614 miles of sewers 
which we estimate will cost completed $400,000.00 One half 
of this is $200,000.00 and this is to be assessed on the areas or per- 
sons benefited, of course, when completed but of course not to be 
built all this year or perhaps several. 


The average owner wants to know what this assessment means 
to him personally and according to my plan his feet of frontage 
on the street may be multiplied by $1.50 and any person may de- 
termine in an instant the cost of sewerage by his property as I 
will try to get that flat figure vote through the regular town meet- 
ing. 


Now to my mind comes one of the all important questions, 
“Special Assessments.” 


In considering the assessments there is a special class of users of 
the sewers whose use and benefit is much greater than the average 
user. These are the manufacturers of Walpole and East Walpole. 
A éGonsiderable portion of the manufacturing wastes from these 
mills is to be taken into the main sewer lines. This is a require- 
ment of the State Department of Health and particularly provided 
for in the Act of 1928, Chapter 384. 


The discharge of manufacturing wastes through a Walpole 
Sewer has been estimated by the State Health Department as 
1,651,500 gallons daily and the outlet is to be capable of taking 
eare of 2,000,000 gallons of waste daily besides a domestic sewer- 
age of 1,500,000 gallons daily. This shows that we must build a 
pipe line large enough to carry both domestic and manufacturing 
wastes on our trunk line or about twice as large. In view of this 
situation it seems fair to assess a portion of this increased pipe 
line on the parties served and benefited thereby. 
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The cost of the main out fall as shown in the estimates is prac- 
tically $125,000.00 and if 14 of this is to be included in the assess- 
ments this adds $62,500.00 to the assessments. It is therefore 
recommended that 14 this assessment or $31,250.00 be charged as 
entrance fees directly on the manufacturing wastes in proportion 
to the volume contributed by each plant. This information is 
easily obtainable as the State Department of Health has a very 
close check on material dumped into the Neponset River and | 
have these figures. These assessments are subject to a 10 year 
partial payment plan as are all other assessments. IH this sum 
of $31,250.00 is spent over the general frontage assessment it 
would add to the frontage rate about 27 cents provided this special 
entrance fee is not taxed on the manufacturer. 


It is my idea that all assessments and fees be placed in a special 
fund started for that purpose and as our Act allows us to main- 
tain, operate and construct from fees collected, it would be pos- 
sible to make many small lateral extensions without recourse to 
special appropriations or raising the tax rate by appropriation. 


It is my intention to ask for $150,000.00 under the provisions 
of Section 8 of Chapter 120—1930 the Walpole Sewer Act at the 
annual Town Meeting. This will allow me to construct the out- 
fall trunk line this summer to meet the pressing needs if the Metro- 
politan Sewer is completed in season for use by Walpole. ‘This 
entire amount need not be issued at once if the situation does not 
prove necessary or economical. 


1 wish to tell the citizens that I am very much pleased with 
the progress made and I wish to, point out to you that sewers are 
not such a terrible cloud after all and that financially you will 
feel them very little in your tax rate under the present plan with 
30 year bonds. 


Unemployment Situation 


Unemployment has caused some worry to the various depart- 
ments of the town this year. There were of course not jobs enough 
in our regular departments to keep all the unemployed busy as 
fast as applications for work came in. When a temporary lay off 
was made in the factories, we investigaged the applications for 
work and helped as far as possible cases which seemed to us most 
deserving. The appropriations made for fill at Memorial Park 
and for cutting surplus brush from town property helped to re- 
lieve the situation to some extent. However, as applications for 
work are more than were expected, the sums appropriated for re- 
lief will be inadequate if conditions do not improve next year, 
and other provisions will have to be made for the unemployed. 


Highway Department 
The Highway Department completed all the work planned 
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for this year and did not exceed our appropriations. This is 
probably due to the action of the Finance Committee who this 
year recommended only such appropriations for work that could 
be finished this year according to the Engineer’s best judgment. 


It is pleasing to note that our road building programme is so 
advanced and has progressed so far that the great majority of 
Walpole streets are now paved with stone and even in the outly- 
ing districts this is true. If you will stop to think, every street 
leading to our neighboring towns is stone paved. ‘This is quite 
a record for a town the size of Walpole. It was certainly a wise 
move that started us on our road building programme so much 
ahead of the times. 


The sidewalk programme was also completed and in addition 
a fine concrete cement walk was built from Washington Street 
directly to the front entrances of the Bird School. The situation 
here was always bad, as small children were obliged to walk from 
the street to the building and in bad weather it was a sea of mud 
and water as on the original layout there was no automobile en- 
trance from this side. This sidewalk entirely corrects this con- 
dition, besides making a much better entrance appearance. 


The crushing plant has been maintained and run as usual. All 
of our new road building material coming from our own plant 
greatly reduces the cost of construction. 


The garage at the pumping station has been carried on with 
one repair man in charge and continues to furnish transportation 
at a reasonable rate for all departments. During the winter the 
necessary snow plows are always ready when wanted. This de- 
partment has proved a very good investment for the town. 


Moth and Tree Departments 


The Moth and Tree Departments continued to work together 
and as the work is very closely related, it is possible to use the 
same personnel in both departments thereby saving an extra gang 
and foreman. Much work was done in the Town Forest during 
the year and some extra shade trees have been replaced on our 
streets. Our shade tree nursery which we have planted and in- 
creased each year will very soon prove of great value to the town 
as we will soon own a well stocked supply of excellent shade trees 
at a price way under the market. 


Public Buildings Repairs 


The repairs to the public buildings have required considerable 
attention again this year. It seems that all public property gets 
more abuse and hard usage than is necessary and is always giving 
out at the most unlikely times. The repairs to the school houses 
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alone present a difficult problem, and add to them the other pub- 
lic buildings, with their seemingly innumerable requirements for 
repairs, it keeps at least one man on the job all the year and re- 
quires several others in the summer. However the value of our 
system of constant overseeing and repairs more than proves the 
value of this upkeep method as a stitch in time has saved a good 
many nines. 


Purchasing Depariment 


The Purchasing Department has functioned so long now that 
we need take little space to demonstrate its worth. There has 
been no question from the start of this department about its suc- 
cess as we have almost daily examples of money saved by centra- 
lized buying and of market advantages opened to the Purchasing 
Agent that are closed to any other type of sale. This is one of 
our most successful departments. 


Water Department 


As I stated in my report last year, the cement standpipe at 
High Plain Street does not improve with age and it is my intention 
to insert an article in the annual town meeting warrant to build 
a new steel one this coming summer and discontinue the use of 
the cement one. The new standpipe would cost about $20,000.00 
and the cost of same can be spread over a number of years by issuing 
bonds to be paid for out of the earnings of the Water Department. 
The equipment and pumps at the pumping station are in excellent 
condition and we furnished more water to the town this year than 
at any other time in the history of the water department, in spite 
of the extraordinary dry spell. 


Health Department 


The Health Department has been again efficiently handled by 
our Health Officer, Dr. William H. Maguire, and he deserves a 
great deal of credit for time spent in research and investigation of 
matters pertaining to this department, the duties of which are 
many and often very disagreeable. 


Park Department 


Memorial Park has been well patronized this year for with the 
addition of a tennis court and supervised morning play, together 
with the swimming pool, games and band concerts, this has be- 
come a real recreation centre and is in use at almost all times of 
the day. Detailed accounts of the various departments will be 
found further along in this report. 
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I believe that some adequate means for easy parking facilities 
should be provided in the centre at an early date. I also believe 
that more office space and storage vaults for town records and 
plans should be provided as soon as possible. Walpole is a fine 
town and the outside public know us by the contact of business 
in our own offices. Let us at least meet our neighbors on an equal 
basis and perhaps, like all the big business and banks, we will 
discover that it pays to look prosperous. 


In closing I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen for their splen- 
did co-operation and encouragement, and Mrs. Margaret Willis, 
my secretary, whose loyal support in times of need have indeed 
been greatly appreciated by me and for which I wish to publicly 
thank her. I also wish to thank Mr. Kenneth McIntyre for as- 
sistance rendered to me during my illness.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 


Walpole, Mass., December 31, 1930. 


1'o the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 


During the year 1930 health conditions in Walpole have been 
excellent. No epidemics of any sort have existed in the Town and 
very few fatal cases from communicable diseases have occurred. 
This no doubt is due to the prompt use of serums and vaccines 
by physicians at the outset of contagious cases. I keep a com- 
plete and fresh supply of vaccines for all diseases at our local 
drug stores, ready for immediate use by physicians. This saves 
any delay in securing them from laboratories in Boston and New 
York. 


This year the municipal collection of garbage was started. <A 
committee appointed by vote of the Town, consisting of Mr. Hart 
and myself, investigated the garbage situation in Town. We 
found that there were several collectors, none reliable, who col- 
lected when and where they pleased. As a result many people 
were neglected in this “hit or miss” scheme. Therefore, we let 
a contract to Michael Medvaskas of South Walpole, paying him 
$2,000.00. As a result garbage is removed regularly throughout 
the Town and is taken to Foxboro, thereby eliminating the opera- 
tion of large piggeries within the confines of Walpole and very few 
complaints have been raised against the service. 


My annual complaint of the lack of a sewer system is now very 
close to ultimate solution. As you know, the Town of Walpole has 
been granted the right and privilege to enter the South Metro- 
politan district sewer system and our late Engineer, Allston F. 
Hart, has made a complete survey and plans for the entrance 
of the town into this district. It was his plan to begin actual 
excavating operation in 1931 and to ask for an appropriation of 
$150,000.00 for the work. You have received a detailed account 
of these plans and I sincerely hope your Honorable Board will work 
whole heartedly for their adoption and completion. 


Patients confined to hospitals under supervision of this depart- 
ment have increased this past year and I believe it will be neces- 
sary to appropriate a larger sum for their maintenance in 1931. 


Milk and animal inspection have been ably carried on by Mr. 
Hoyt and Mr. Boyden. Walpole is fortunate in having Mr. 
Hoyt interested and willing to take charge of the milk inspection. 
As a result of his vigilance and work I may safely say Walpole 
is a leader in this sort of Health work within the Commonwealth. 
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The personnel of the Health Department has remained un- 


_ changed, with one exception. In October, Dr. Chas. J. Cashman 


resigned his position in the Dental Clinic to become a house officer 
in the Peter Bent Brigham Hospital. I was very sorry to lose 


- the service of Dr. Cashman as he was an ideal man for the dental 


care of children. However, Dr. E. J. Burke of Jamaica Plain 
has been carrying on successfully in Dr. Cashman’s place. 


The mutual co-operation between the members of the Health 


organization in the conduct of their work has been appreciated 


by me. All members regret the passing of our direct superior 
and friend, Mr. Allston F. Hart. His foresight in problems of 
public health and sanitation will be sadly missed in this town and 
I hope his successor will carry on the projects already started by 
him. 


Enclosed herewith are reports of Milk, Slaughter, Animal and 
Plumbing Inspector, School Dentist and Dental Hygienist; also 
vital statistics for 1930.

REPORT OF DENTAL HYGIENIST 


Walpole, Mass., December 31, 1930. 


To Dr. William H. Maguire, Health Officer, 


Dear Dr. Maguire: 
My report of the year 1930 is as follows: 


About the same routine was observed as in previous years. 
Classroom examinations were conducted by the dentist. All 
the children in all the schools were examined and the parents were 
notified of the defects. 


Children of the primary grades and those with acute conditions 
were given first consideration. 


Locating the clinic at the High School part time proved ad- 
vantageous, therefore the same plan is being followed this year. 


On Health Day, last May, 369 children received dental cer- 
tificates which indicated that these children had all their dental 
work completed. This number represented about three fifths 
of the number of patients treated at the clinic. 


Inspections and talks on dental hygiene were made once a month. 


Pre-school children were examined in the Spring. This year 
parents were urged to take the pre-school children to their family 
dentist. Only acute cases were treated at the clinic. 
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Part time was given for physical examinations, T. A. T. treat- 
ments, also for the pre-school and tuberculosis clinics. 


This Fall a change was made in the personnel of the clinic. 
The dentist, Dr. Charles J. Cashman, resigned, to study dental 
surgery. He was replaced by Dr. Edward J. Burke of Jamaica 
Plain. Miss Elsie White was appointed as assistant.

Dear Sir: 


During 1930 the Health Department, Division of Milk Inspec- 
tion, has issued fourteen permits and forty-eight licenses for the 
sale of milk and cream, thirty licenses going to owners of stores 
or restaurants, the other eighteen to producers and dealers. One 
license to operate a pasteurizing plant was issued. The usual 
inspection has been carried on, particular emphasis being given 
to care and methods of production and handling. The samples 
of milk tested were of excellent quality, a credit to Walpole. 


Walpole continues to hold its place favorably as compared to 
other towns in regard to eradication of bovine tuberculosis. Very 
rarely do the Federal examiners find a case in this town. 


As in the past four years, considerable attention has been given 
dairies in our surrounding towns which supply Walpole dealers. 
A great many samples have been collected and examined for sedi- 
ment, keeping quality, butter-fat and total solids. In this work 
as previously, the local inspectors, Walpole and Norwood, have 
had the co-operation of the County Agricultural Agent and the 
State Department of Agriculture., Considerable interest on the 
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part of dealers and producers has been shown in connection with 
this program and many improvements in the nature of milk rooms, 
coolers, strainers, and other equipment used, have been made. 
It is planned to continue such work. 


In July the inspector attended a special meeting of the Massa- 
chusetts’ Milk Inspectors’ Association at Springfield. A feature 
of this trip was an inspection of several typical dairies near Spring- 
field under the guidance of a representative of the United States 
Public Health Department. One hearing at the State House 
in connection with Grade ‘‘A”’ milk was also attended. 


In closing I assure you that Walpole has reason to be well satis- 
fied with its local milk supply.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR AT SWIMMING POOL

My report as Supervisor of the Memorial Park Swimming Pool 
and Playground follows. 


The pool was opened on the 17th of June and closed the 6th of 
September and was available for use all but four days due to fair 
weather conditions. 
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The attendance increased again over the preceeding three sum- 
mers totals with 12,641 as total attendance, making the average 
daily attendance 186. Approximately 1,250 different individuals 
took advantage of the opportunity of self refreshment. 


With the aid of the local Red Cross Chapter, Mrs. Chester Gove 
was maintained as Matron. Her sympathetic attention to the 
children, especially the very small children who attend, is invaluable, 
in my estimation. Life Saving classes were continued and the 
Red Cross Swimming and Beginners’ Tests given. Seventy-two 
passed Beginners’ Tests and twelve became proficient enough to 
pass the Swimmers’ Tests. There were very few children who could 
not swim a little at the end of the season. 


The Annual Swimming meet was held the Saturday before 
Labor Day for regular attendants. The usual interest was shown 
and the winners were much pleased with the prizes supplied by 
the Walpole Retail Merchants Association and Mr. P. R. Allen. 


Playground work was started from 10-12 o’clock mornings, in 
keeping with the Park Development plan and a competitive pro- 
gram was maintained throughout the summer. 


Again, I wish to thank publicly Mrs. Chester Gove, Mr. P. 
R. Allen, the Walpole Retail Merchants Association, Mr. George 
Towle and you, Sir, for helping to make the summer season of 
1930 a healthful and happy one for the children of Walpole.

REPORT OF BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


Walpole, Mass., December 31, 1980. 


To Your Honor, the Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 


In compliance with the Town Charter the Board of Public Wel- 
fare herewith submits the annual report for the year 1930. 


The public’s conception of the function of the Public Welfare 
Agency is, obviously, that it exists to disburse charity. It is 
under obligation to give financial assistance and not merely ad- 
vice and suggestions as to self-help. 


The public demands financial aid for the solution of the prob- 
lems of those who are in trouble. The attitude even of social 
workers in the private referring and co-operating agencies seems 
to be that the only function of the public agency is that of render- 
ing material relief. 


The greater part of these workers and their increased activities 
in seeing to it that the needs of the poor and unfortunate are cared 
for, adds greatly to the calls for assistance from the public funds. 


Prospective clients are assured that the city will take care of 
the rent, provide necessary clothing to enable the children to be 
at school, that milk will be supplied and such other items as glasses, 
arch supports, braces, teeth and artificial limbs can be had besides 
food supplies and fuel. - 


Less than two decades ago the public relief board was criti- 
cized for giving little or no attention to the actual needs of those 
who sought aid and, as a matter of fact, no attempt was made to 
ascertain the real needs of the family. Then came the time, how- 
ever, when citizens felt that ample provision should be made for 
the alleviation of destitution. The result of this interest was the 
enactment of legislation providing for adequate aid and this in 
turn has naturally resulted in a large annual increase of relief 
expenditures during the last fifteen years. 


The upward trend in expenditures, which has been country wide 
in scope, was started with the passage of such legislation as Mother’s 
Aid, Mothers’ Pensions, Mothers’ Assistance or some similar enact- 
ment by the various states. There has been a growing interest 
and desire on the part of the socially minded citizens to lift the 
poor and unfortunate to a higher and happier level of existence 
but this is not being done without a tremendous rise in expenditures. 
Now amazement is expressed generally at the mounting cost of 
relief. The cry goes out that too much is being spent, yet the 
Board is being constantly told in no uncertain terms by the rank 
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and file of the recipients of aid that they are not receiving a sufficient 
amount of aid and the Board is besieged daily by persons who 
are interested in some particular case and pressure is brought to 
bear to have the allowance increased. ‘There is a persistent tug 
and pull to get more out of the public treasury. The relief board 


is ever on the defensive to prevent undue expenditures, yet, never-_ 
theless, he must not withhold his hand when suffering humanity 


calls. 


Criticism is his daily portion. He is berated by some if he 
gives in certain cases, and berated by others if he does not give in 
those very same cases. In passing on the needs of a case the board 
has to encounter opposing views on the part of interested persons 
as to whether or not the case is a deserving one. ‘There are some 
people who are of the opinion that no aid should be given a family 
whose moral standing is bad, still, as a matter of fact, the family 
may be in dire need, and, therefore, must be helped notwithstand- 
ing the condemnation that may be forthcoming. 


If a Board is to do its duty under the law and with due regard 
for humanitarian principles, he must not let the sentiments of 
other people sway him. He must get at the cold facts as to the 
needs of the case. Under the law it is mandatory that aid be 
given when a person stands in need thereof—that means apparent 
need as well as proven need. Persons in distress must be helped 
notwithstanding that their record of behavior may not be com- 
mendable. They may be shiftless good for nothings, moral de- 
generates or miscreant members of the human family. The ques- 
tion is not, is a person worthy or unworthy, but rather, is he in 
need of the helping hand? The cases not to be aided are those 
where it is apparent that sufficient resources exist to enable the 
persons to get along without relief. ‘The terms ‘‘worthy and un- 
worthy” should be replaced by ‘‘needy and not needy.” 


In some cases discipline of the applicant is needed rather than 
material relief. Legal measures must be taken in cases where a 
man fails to support his family or in cases where responsible rela- 
tives fail to do their duty under the law. The first principle of 
relief is the securing of adequate knowledge of the circumstances 
of the case before giving aid to an applicant. Is the family in 


actual need or are they seeking to live on the community? What. 


kind of aid and what amount is needed? These facts must be 
ascertained. 


We have had to contend with considerable unemployment dur- 
ing the year, and expenditures were greatly affected upward on 
account of it. This winter in particular there was a heavy drain 
on our resources because of this condition. About 25% of the 
applications for aid during the year was due to this factor, many 
part time workers had to be aided because of greatly insufficient 
wages. Altogether we find that about $2,500.00 of our appropria- 
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tion expended on temporary aid families was due to unemploy- 
ment. There is no question that the unemployment conditions 
were the worst since 1921 and the coming winter looms up before 
us more seriously in this respect. 


Walpole is and has been fortunate the past year that a larger 
expenditure was not called for. The annual appropriation of 
$14,500.00 with a transfer of $400.00 additional was necessary 
to carry us through the year. The water extensions on North 
Street provided work for many of our citizens relieving this de- 
partment of many calls for assistance. 


Thjs board is committed to the idea of making the department 
most efficient in carrying on its activities. One of the most im- 
portant of our past recommendations were enlarged and _ suit- 
able quarters, especially improved and enlarged record systems. 
As this need is urgent, the Board pleads for early action by your 
honorable body. With the old age assistance law taking effect 
July 1, this year, the work of our Board will be almost double. 


This year the Board has aided sixty-five adults, ninety minors 
an increase of fifty-eight persons aided over last year. ‘Two fami- 
lies are now under mothers’ aid, three persons are being cared 
for at the State Infirmary, two children under care of Child Guard- 
ianship Department and three children at Massachusetts Hos- 
pital School at Canton. 


It is very difficult to estimate our needs for our two depart- 
ments for the year 1931, although we feel that we should have 
$18,500.00 for the Board of Public Welfare and $5,500.00 for the 
Bureau of Old Age Assistance. The town will recover at least 
one-third of all the money expended by the Bureau of Old Age 
Assistance according to Chapter 402, General Laws. 


We have received this year in reimbursements from state, towns, 
cities and individuals $1,261.69 which was credited to General 
Revenue. For further details of our expenses and reimburse- 
ments, please consult report of the Town Accountant. 


The various charitable organizations, individuals and especially 
the Walpole Retail Merchants Association in Walpole, have co- 
operated with this Board and have aided greatly in curtailing 
expenses, especially bring cheer to the children during the holiday 
seasons. We have also had the co-operation of all departments 
of the Town and we are indeed thankful to them. 
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CHAPTER 402—ACTS OF 1930 
Chapter 118A 
ADEQUATE ASSISTANCE TO CERTAIN AGED CITIZENS 


SECTION 1. Adequate assistance to deserving citizens in 
need of relief and support seventy years of age or over who shall 
have resided in the Commonwealth not less than twenty years 
immediately preceding arrival at such age, subject to such reason- 
able exceptions as to continuity of residence as the department 
of public welfare, in this chapter called the department, may 
determine by rules hereinafter authorized, shall be granted un- 
der the supervision of the department. Such assistance shall 
wherever practicable, be given to the aged person in his own home 
or in lodgings or in a boarding home, and it shall be sufficient to 
provide such suitable and dignified care. No person receiving 
assistance hereunder shall be deemed to be a pauper by reason 
thereof. 


SECTION 2. Each board of public welfare shall, for the pur- 
pose of granting adequate assistance and service to such aged 
persons, establish a division thereof to be designated as the Bureau 
of Old Age Assistance. In determining the need for financial 
assistance, said bureaus shall give consideration to the resources 
of the aged person and to the ability of children and others to 
support such aged person. Separate records of all such aged 
persons who are aided shall be kept and reports returned in the 
manner prescribed by section thirty-four of Chapter forty-one 
and by sections thirty-two and thirty-three of chapter one hundred 
and seventeen. | 


SECTION 3. In respect to all aged persons in receipt of as- 
sistance under this chapter, the town rendering the assistance shall, 
after and subject to approval of the bills by the department and 
subject otherwise to the provisions of section forty-two of chapter 
one hundred and twenty-one, be reimbursed by the Common- 
wealth for one third of the amount of assistance given, or, if the 
person so aided has no settlement in the Commonwealth, for the 
total amount thereof. If the person so aided has a legal settle- 
ment in another town, two thirds of the amount of such assistance 
given may be recovered in contract against the town liable therefor 
in accordance with chapter one hundred and seventeen. 


SECTION 4. The department shall supervise the work done 
and measures taken by the boards of public welfare of the several 
towns in respect to persons aided and service given under this 
chapter; and for this purpose may take such rules relative to notice 
and reimbursement, and such other rules relating to the adminis- 
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tration of this chapter, as it deems necessary and may visit any 
person aided, and shall have access to any records and other data 
kept by the boards of public welfare or their representatives re- 
lating to such assistance, and may require the production of books 
and papers and the testimony of witnesses under oath. 


SECTION 2. The commissioner of corporations and taxation 
is hereby directed to consider ways and means for raising the 
revenue required by the Commonwealth and by the cities and 
towns thereof to carry out the terms of this act from sources which, 
so far as may be, will not constitute an additional burden on real 
estate, and shall especially consider some form of taxation on 
amusements, proprietary articles and luxuries, and shall report 
to the general court his findings and recommendations, together 
with drafts of legislation necessary to carry his recommendations 
into effect, by filing the same with the clerk of the House of Rep- 
resentatives not later than the first Wednesday in December of 
the current year. 


SECTION 3. Section one of this act shall not become operative 
until July first, nineteen hundred and thirty-one.

OLD AGE ASSISTANCE: THE MASSACHUSETTS PLAN 


Richard K. Conant, Commissioner State Department of Public 
Welfare, Boston 


When Governor Allen signed the old age assistance bill, he 
gave to our department and to local boards of public welfare, the 
opportunity for a great adventure in the care of aged persons. 
This new law opens the way for a development of social service 
for the aged, which we hope will become as widespread and as 
generally affective as has been the development of social service 
for children which has taken place during the last seventy-five 
years. 


Children’s work has been so appealing and so constructive that 
in comparison with it the needs of aged people have been neg- 
lected. It has been comparatively hard to interest private agen- 
cies, public appropriating bodies, and the rank and file of social 
workers in service to old people, while children’s work has been 
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having such a period of growth. Still private and public agencies 
have made certain important beginnings in social service for aged 
persons. In Massachusetts, for example, the Boston Provident 
Association, the Bureau of the Aged of the Family Welfare So- 
ciety, the Committee on Beneficiaries of the Home for Aged Men, 
and the New Bedford Home for the Aged which takes care of all 
its people without maintaining an institution, these societies and 
others throughout the state have developed excellent case work 
methods in caring for approximately eleven hundred persons over 
seventy years of age. These methods have been applied to a greater 
or less degree by the public agencies which care for over twenty- 
six hundred persons over seventy outside of institutions. 


The challenge of the old age assistance bill lies in its broad ex- 
tension of this partially developed system. It is as noteworthy 
an advance in our relief laws as was the Mothers’ Aid Law in 1913, 
and is one of the progressive achievements of Governor Allen’s 
welfare administration. 


We believe that the administration of this law upon good social 
service principles is of far greater importance than the admittedly 
great benefit which the money assistance will provide. We must 
provide the necessary social service for an estimated number of 
8,000 persons over seventy years of age who are expected to apply 
for old age assistance. We intend that this system of adminis- 
tration shall, before many years. have elapsed, be found adequate 
to care for old persons of whatever age. 


The medical side of the undertaking will be as important as 
any. Medical, social service for children has been highly developed, 
with extensive resources, public and private, by way of medical 
clinics, habit clinics, and mental clinics. No such program has 
been developed for aged people, and yet it is one of the first es- 
sentials in a plan like this which contemplates the care of aged 
people outside of institutions. With children it is comparatively 
easy to secure a thorough medical and mental examination. With 
the aged person it is much more difficult to insist upon this, and 
yet the result must be accomplished and skilled general physicians 
must be employed to make a diagnosis and to prescribe treat- 
ment and diet, to prevent as far as possible the need of institutional 
care. Our state-wide system of cancer clinics serves 2,500 per-' 
sons a year, and many chronic diseases other than cancer are 
being discovered and treated in their own homes. We look for- 
ward to the time when we shall have state wide systems of clinics 
for arthritis, heart disease, and other chronic diseases, such as 
exist to a limited extent at Boston hospitals. The district nurs- 
ing system will be of far reaching importance in this work. We 
have now in Massachusetts over 730 district or public health nurses 
to assist us on the medical side of this problem. 


The greatest principle of children’s work, that the child must 
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be cared for at home whenever possible, will be found to apply 
equally as a first principle in work with the aged. The new law 
expresses this in the words, ‘‘Such assistance shall, wherever prac- 
ticable, be given to the aged person in his own home or in lodgings 
or in a boarding home,” and in its provision that the boards of 
public welfare must consider the ability of children and others to 
support the aged person. And yet there is not, I believe, as great 
an objection to institutional care for many aged persons as we 
have raised against institutional care for children. For the per- 
son whose family ties have been entirely broken, there is a great 
feeling of security and companionship in a good home for the aged; 
for the chronically sick person the hospital or infirmary care will 
be more comfortable than the mere provision of a lodging. 


Institutional care is necessary, we believe, for nearly all of the 
1,750 persons over seventy years of age who are now being cared 
in Massachusetts infirmaries. We have for some years developed 
the policy of giving relief outside the infirmary for all who should 
be cared for outside. 


We accept this opportunity to complete and perfect our system 
of public social service. This reform will be the logical outcome 
of a group of reforms in public welfare administration which have 
come about during the last two decades. In 1911 the old law 
which limited outdoor aid to $2.00 a week in summer and $3.00 
a week in winter was changed so that this limitation was re- 
moved. Beginning with that change and very largely influenced 
by the mothers’ aid law of 1913, the amounts of aid which have 
been given in the home by state, cities and towns have become 
increasingly adequate in Massachusetts. The Mothers’ aid law 
specifically required adequate relief and enforced this require- 
ment by the provision for state reimbursement and especially 
through its new principle of state supervision. The expenditures 
by state, cities and towns for aid in the home have increased from 
$1,216,041 in 1913 to $9,497,245 in 1929. 


We expect to use the influence of this old age assistance move- 
ment just as we used the mothers’ assistance reform of 1913 to 
strengthen rather than to overturn our administrative machinery. 
Instead of setting up new machinery to administer the mothers’ 
aid law, we put the burden upon the existing boards. As a re- 
sult of state supervision the local boards were forced to employ 
trained visitors. Paid visitors now handle the work of the wel- 
fare boards in all of the 51 Massachusetts cities and towns, which 
have over 15,000 population. These cities and towns contain 
76% of the population of the state. These 51 cities employ 131 
agents or visitors exclusive of clerical workers. Almost all of 
these visitors are regarded by our state supervising visitors as 
being thoroughly competent and all but 23 have had some train- 
ing in social service. They are protected by civil service and 
have a salary scale which compares favorably with the scale in 
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private agencies. In the 304 towns of under 15,000 population, 
which contain 24 per cent of the population of the state, the work 
is for the most part done by members of the board, who are usually 
the selectmen of the town. In 40 of these towns there is a paid 
part time welfare worker. Most of these towns make free use 
of the state visitor as an expert to help them solve their problems, 
and in all but 9 of the 304°towns there is excellent co-operation | 
between the local board and the state visitors. Visitors are fre- 
quently invited to attend the weekly meetings of the local board or 
receive frequent telephone calls for advice. 


In reforming the old system of poor relief to make it a modern 
scheme of public welfare, we have changed the Elizabethan name 
“overseer of the poor’ to ‘‘board of public welfare,’ and we be- 
lieve that we now have a firmly established and well organized 
framework for local administration under state supervision. We 
have in Massachusetts a very strong feeling of local responsibility, 
which has come down to us from the early Colonial times that are 
being celebrated this year in our Tercentenary. In those days 
every town was a watertight compartment. Newcomers were 
warned out and refused aid, and there was no care for the un- 
settled person. The colony at first attempted to dispose of un- 
settled persons upon the various towns, but this plan was unsuc- 
cessful. The strength of local compartments of government in 
the end forced Massachusetts to do what no other state, as far 
as I know, has done—embark upon an extensive program of out- 
door aid for people who have no local settlement. This began in 
1675 when the inhabitants of Deerfield were driven out by the 
Indians and the colony enacted appropriations to care for them. 
This principle was extended very widely during the period of im- 
migration, which began in the nineteenth century, and the Board 
of Alien Passengers Commissioners was the forerunner of The Board 
of State Charities. The Board of State Charities was founded 
upon the care of unsettled persons, and this is the basis for our 
expenditure of $5,000,000 annually today. The 6,000 or more 
children in foster homes, whom we care for, are largely children 
without local settlement. This development has made state 
supervision of local welfare work possible. As the state more 
and more assumed the burden of caring for unsettled cases, state 
supervision developed and has provided us, we believe, with the 
fundamentally correct system to enable us to attack this great 
problem of old age assistance 


Another of the series of reforms in the poor laws which we have 
been making is in the changing of almshouses into infirmaries. 
The great development of outdoor aid has made it possible for 
us to establish the principle that a person should not be sent to 
an infirmary for poverty alone. Obsolete and little used alms- 
houses have been gradually abandoned. The number of these 
institutions has decreased from 211 in 1902 to 121 in 1930. Under 
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the guidance of our well known expert, Francis Bardwell, new in- 
firmaries have been built in several cities and towns during the 
last few years. Haverhill has built an excellent infirmary of 60 
beds; Brockton built an infirmary of 70 beds and, since the fire . 
at its old city home in February, has begun a new fireproof in- 
firmary of 60 beds; the new Cambridge City Home, finished last 
year, is a model infirmary of fireproof construction with hospital 
and dormitory accommodations for 220 persons, and with every 
necessary hospital convenience—hospital beds, call lights, a steri- 
lizing room, small tables in the dining room, a model kitchen and 
adequate and comfortably furnished quarters for the nurses. 


Mr. Bardwell’s view of the new law indicates the spirit in which 
we expect to have it administered. When it went into effect he 
said: ‘‘Because of it, aged people can be placed so that the ele- 
ment of happiness enters into their everyday life. Life, with a 
reasonable amount of consideration as to how they want to live 
it; to preserve their independence of spirit—to still be somebody; 
to live where they will be in daily contact with others who will 
show them little kindly attentions, or in an environment where 
there are little children; where the world treats them with the 
courtesy with which they treat the world, or where they can dis- 
cuss their past with attentive listeners; near the church of their 
choice and enjoying the peace that should come with the close of 
a life of struggle.” 


A third important reform has been the elimination from the 
statutes of the word “pauper.’”’? We have practically removed 
the old stigma of ‘‘pauperization’”’ by public relief by revising the 
language and by taking the word out of all forms and books and 
by the consequent reform in practices. 


These reforms in our poor laws have prepared the way for a 
complete and adequate welfare system which this new law will, 
we believe, make secure. Although the expenditures have in- 
creased so largely, the amounts from which they started were 
pauper doles and there is still need for greater increases to secure 
adequate aid. In Boston, for example, a needy aged person who 
is living in a room in the South End may get $5.00 a week from 
the Boston Board and $2.00 or more a week from a private agency. 
This is not sufficient to provide the dignified and suitable care 
required under the new law. The new law does not fix a maxi- 
mum of $7.00 a week. It has the important advantage of elas- 
ticity. We shall be able to enforce family responsibility as far 
as there is ability to support, and if a person is provided with 
clothing and shelter we can assist with a few dollars per week, or 
if he is entirely without resources we can give according to the 
need $12.00 or $15.00 a week. We shall be able to give assistance 
to a person to keep a small homestead, and many people will 
apply who are now ineligible for assistance on account of a small 
amount of savings or a small equity in real estate. The boards 
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of public welfare are already aiding 2,655 persons over seventy 
years of age at an expenditure of approximately $600,000, or an 
average of $4.34 a week. We estimate that the new law will 
add 5,400 persons at an expenditure of $2,728,000. The old age 
assistance is likely to average $8.00 a week per person. 


We expect that this standard of adequacy and the amount of 
case work which will result for persons over seventy will in a few | 
years so affect the methods of assisting all aged applicants, sixty- 
five years of age and many of sixty years of age, that the same 
principles will be applied to their care. 


Many administrative details are left to be covered by the rules 
and regulations of our department. Matters so left include the 
amount of property which a person may have and still be aided, 
the length of time he may be absent from the state and yet have 
his residence deemed continuous, the method of application, the 
type of persons for whom institutional aid will be prescribed and 
the delinquencies which will prevent a person from being held 
‘‘deserving.”’ It is the practice in Massachusetts not to write 
into the statutes too much detail. Rather than to have matters 
of this sort tinkered with year after year by the legislature, they 
are usually left to the rules and regulations of the departments. 
The policies which our department established under the mothers’ 
aid law, after conferences with local boards and private agencies, 
have worked well and it has been possible to adjust them as oc- 
casion has arisen. 


The law provides for adequate assistance to citizens seventy 
years of age or over who are in need. This assistance is to be given 
by city or town boards of public welfare under the supervision of 
the State Department of Public Welfare. The state will reim- 
burse one-third of the cost in settled cases and the whole cost in 
unsettled cases. Children will be required to support their parents 
if they are able. The theory of the law is to enforce family re- 
sponsibility and not to substitute the state for the family. No new 
boards are set up, although the boards are to create divisions of 
old age assistance within their presert organizations. The law 
goes into effect July 1, 1931, giving us time to secure appropriations 
and to plan policies. The underlying principles of the measure 
are adequate assistance at home, individualized treatment of 
each case, and local administration with state supervision.

This 
is it: “There is no substitute for sincerity’ and I know of no 
better slogan to close with than that!”’

The Board acting as a committee of five, appointed by the 
Moderator to consider plans for the abolition of White’s Cross- 
ing, took the matter up with the N. Y. N. H. & H. R. R., the 
Board of Selectmen, and the Department of Public Utilities with 
the result that a formal request to the Department of Public Works 
was made by the Selectmen for the listing of White’s Crossing 
on the 1932 program. 7 


At the request of the Board the Town Engineer was instructed 
at the annual town meeting to make a survey of the corner of 
Union and Chestnut streets with a view to widening. Attention 
is called to this corner as a dangerous one and the Board recom- 
mends street widening. 


It is recommended that the Town Engineer be authorized to | 
make a plan of the streets of Walpole, showing widths and other 
pertinent data, and designating them as state, county or town 
roads. The town at present is without such a map. 


During the year several conferences were held with other town 
Boards on matters of general welfare and the Planning Board 
desires to express its appreciation of the courteous manner with 
which its suggestions have been received. 


The resignation of Stephen W. Smith was read at the meeting 
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of December 11th. Mr. Smith has served as Chairman of the 
Board since 1926, and has always taken a most active interest 
in planning projects. He was an honest, earnest worker, and the 
other members of the Board regret that his change of residence 
made necessary his resignation.

Regular meetings of the School Committee are held on the first 
Monday of each month at 7:45 P. M. at the School Committee 
Room in the Plimpton School. The citizens will note that the 
School Committee room has been transferred from the Walpole 
Center Building to-the Plimpton School. This change was made 
due to the fact that the space was available at the Plimpton School 


-and because the Committee believed it to be the logical place to 


have the office of the superintendent. This change, incidentally, 
makes the money formerly expended for rent available for some 
other purpose and the benefit accrued is twofold. 


It is the wish of the Committee that anyone having suggestions, 
problems, or desiring information on school affairs appear before 
the Committee when it is in session. 


Repairs 


The recommendations of the Committee have been attended 
to under the direction of the Town Engineer with full co-operation. 
The repairs, by virtue of our comparatively new form of Town 
Government, come under the Town Engineer. 
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Some of the recommendations for the coming year are: 


1. Grills on ground floor windows at all of the schools. 

2. Bird School: (a) Paint the classrooms; (b) Locks on class- 
room doors; (c) Reset slates in toilets; (d) A safety switch in 
the Manual Training Shop. 

3. Fisher School: Concrete platforms outside rear doors. 

4. Plimpton School: Additional lighting in the classrooms. 


Health 


Our school physicians, Dr. Thomas M. Connell, Dr. Frederic 
H. Fuller, and Dr. Edward R. DeRoma, with the capable assistance - 
of our school nurse, Miss Anna Sabatis, have kept a careful super- 
vision over all pupils. 


The annual report of the State Department of Education for 
the year ending November 30, 1930, shows an enrollment of 1,780 
pupils in our schools with an average membership of 1,735 and an 
average attendance of 1,654. These figures convey more clearly 
than mere words the commendable work that our school physicians 
and our school nurses are doing. 


New School Buildings 


The Committee in endeavoring to anticipate probable demands 
for new schools in different sections of the town had a meeting 
with the Planning Board. The concensus of opinion of the meet- 
ing was that the next building would be located either in the neigh- 
borhood of Washington and High Plain Streets or in West Wal- 
pole. We deem it advisable for the town to acquire land in these 
localities and to hold it until such time as it sees fit to erect school 
buildings. These districts are expanding rapidly and the time is 
fast approaching when such buildings will become a necessity. 


Safety 


The instructions concerning safety and the organization of 
Safety Brigades were carried on this year as they have been in the 
past several years. 


The Committee acknowledge the co-operation of the Police 
Department in regard to this vital factor. 


The Committee believes that a sidewalk on Washington Street 
above Short Street would tend to reduce the possibility of acci- 
dents to the school children. The growth of this district with 
its consequent increase in the number of school children has made 
the need of a sidewalk more apparent than ever before. 


Transportation 


The Committee in the exercise of its discretion believe it in- 
advisable to establish transportation routes within the two mile 
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limit which compulsory limit is fixed by statute. The cost of 
transportation has advanced rapidly in the last few years and your 
- attention is called to Mr. Mansur’s survey of the problem contained 
in his report. It is the opinion of the Committee that the in- 
equalities of the present routes demand adjustment. 


Statistics about Walpole Schools as taken from the report of 
the State Department of Education are to be found in a subse- 
quent page of this report and you are urged to study them. 


Financial 


The Dog Tax which is refunded to the Town by the County 
is available for expenditure on the public schools but our finan- 
cial condition was such that the money was not needed and it 
was returned as unexpended balance.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


T’o the School Committee of Walpole, Massachusetts: 
I submit herewith my annual report for the year 1930. 


In general the year has been one unbroken by unusual inci- 
dent. We have been for the most part free from serious con- 
tagious diseases in spite of outbreaks in neighboring towns. There 
has been little disturbance of our schedule by inclement weather 
or local accident. We have found a gratifying inclination on the 
part of our townspeople to provide us with the means for carry- 
ing out our work to the best of our ability, and even to vote a generous 
amount of money for the extension of our physical facilities in 
the south end of the town. The relations between this office 
and other town offices have been most cordial. When I learn of 
what is happening from time to time in other communities, the 
present wholesomeness of the situation in Walpole is impressed 
upon me. It is rather awe inspiring to find oneself under the 
necessity of maintaining such a condition of equilibrium. 


The New Boyden School 


If we may believe those who should know, a most serviceable 
and up-to-date building has been erected in South Walpole. It 
is large enough to accommodate 100% increase in the enrollment 
of pupils. It contains all the elements of a modern school, laid 
out by architects who are specialists in school house construction. 
It was built with the needs of the community in mind. 


The building contains three classrooms, a playroom with a — 
stage, a kitchen, a nurse’s room and a teachers’ room, in addition 
to the usual toilets and storage. It is heated by oil. The ap- 
propriation was sufficient to put in the necessary walks and grad- 
ing, this part of the work being done by the town highway de- 
partment at what we believe to be a considerable saving in cost. 
Since the old building had come to have a considerable sentimental 
value in the thoughts of the people of that vicinity, the bell which 
had tolled pupils to school there for eighty years was salvaged and 
mounted on the new structure. Beyond that there was little 
except memory that could be saved when the old school was 
taken down. 


School Population 


The tendencies in growth of the schools have shown no varia- 
tion from last year. ‘The Stone School is full, the Plimpton School 
required an additional téacher in September as anticipated, and 
the Fisher School lost enough pupils to warrant abandoning one 
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room. ‘The shrinkage in South Walpole has continued, and there 
are but 45 pupils there at present. The Bird School remains 
practically unchanged. It is interesting that losses in the north 
and south ends of the town find equalization in gains at the center. 
Such a condition is embarassing, for it results in congestion in 
spots, and at the same time leaves a superabundance of room where 
we cannot use it for relief. 


At the High School we are passing through another period of 
active growth. Whether this is the result of the new building, or 
the natural consequence of a period of industrial stagnation, is 
hard to judge. I assume it to be due to both factors. 


The membership figures in the High School as of December 
31, over a period of five years, are interesting. 


1930—440 pupils—10% increase 
1929—401 pupils— 2% increase 
1928—392 pupils— 9% increase 
1927—358 pupils— 9% increase 
1926—328 pupils 


We have reached our present enrollment of 440 one year ahead 
of the estimate of the Survey Committee of 1927, who named the 
year 1938 as the latest date at which new accommodations would 
be necessary. I would set 700 pupils as the ultimate capacity 
of this building. Including the Junior High School organiza- 
tion, it now has an enrollment of 650. We anticipate 675 next 
September. 


Increases in enrollment mean, inevitably, additional teaching 
force. We must have at least one additional teacher at the High 
School next year, to take over work in Manual Arts and Mathe- 
matics where the demand is exceeding the teacher time available. 
There seems a probability that another teacher will be needed at 
the Bird School. 


The Problem of the Individual Pupil 


From time to time we are confronted with the necessity of teach- 
ing individual children who offer particular difficulties beyond the 
knowledge and experience of any but specialists. These diffi- 
culties may take varied forms. They may be peculiarities of 
habit, inabilities in some essential elements of learning, eccentricities 
of temperament, abnormal physical conditions, extreme nervous 
excitability, or simple lack of mental capacity; but whatever form 
they take, the child afflicted becomes a problem if one submits 
him to the routine of the regular classroom. Up to the present, 
we have had little opportunity to refer such cases to expert ad- 
visers, 
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During the past year, however, we have been most fortunate 
in forming a connection with the Judge Baker Foundation in 
Boston, an institution headed by two of the foremost psychologists 
in the country, Dr. Augusta Bronner and Dr. William Healey, 
and we now have three children receiving specialized instruction 
through our schools under the observation of and in accordance 
with advice from this Foundation. Moreover, we have profitted 
to the extent that one of our teachers, Miss Elsie Driscoll of the 
Stone School, is supervising part of this instruction in connection 
with professional study she is pursuing at Boston University, 
where Dr. Durrell is co-operating with the Foundation. The 
entire arrangement is a very happy and fortunate one for us. I 
hope that it may be continued and expanded to the mutual ad- 
vantage of all parties concerned. 


To this same end we hope to take advantage of the Norwood 
Child Guidance and Habit Clinics as the year progresses. These 
are weekly clinics at the Norwood Hospital under the State De- 
partment of Mental Diseases and the Medfield State Hospital. 
There are many children every year whom we could refer to such 
clinics if we had the means to follow out the treatments prescribed; 
but since every such case becomes an individual project requiring 
individual treatment and instruction, the limits within which we 
must work are obviously restricted. The cost of an extended 
program would be prohibitive. As it is, we can barely touch the 
surface; but I count every case on which we can obtain enlighten- 
ment from such a source a step in progress. 


Music 


I am pleased to report what appears to be a revival in music. 
The resignation of Miss Faunce in June happened to coincide 
with the return of Mr. Adelbert Morse to the field of public school 
work after a protracted illness. Mr. Morse had, as you know, 
been especially successful as a supervisor of music here several 
years ago. I call attention to the enthusiasm expressed in his 
report which is appended, and I especially recommend the section 
in which he deals with the problem of instrumental music. 


This is a field which is becoming as much a part of public school. 
work as is singing. We have twice made the experiment of allow- 
ing outside parties to come into our school to conduct instrumental 
classes, but with results that were not satisfactory to the school 
department or to the pupils because of an inherent weakness, 
namely, the impossibility of securing for the instructor sufficient 
remuneration to make it worth his time or interest. Such pro- 
jects usually start with enthusiasm, but run up against the snags 
of cost of instruments and flagging interest on the part of a cer- 
tain percentage of pupils. With flagging of interest the income 
of the instructor, and consequently his own interest, rapidly wanes. 
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I see but one way to overcome this flaw. That is to engage a 
teacher as a regular member of our teaching force and thereby 
assure him a steady return for his services. This is in no way an 
innovation. For at least ten years the city of New Bedford has 
provided for High School pupils not only instruction but instru- 
ments, the latter remaining the property of the school department. 
You have without doubt listened to the Sunday afternoon radio 
concerts that were broadcasted all last winter by the band of the 
Beverly High School where such an arrangement is in force. We 
have made a feeble beginning by purchasing through a fund avail- 
able at our own high school three instruments that may be so 
used. We have several pupils ready to take lessons, but up to 
the present have been unable to discover instructors to whom they 
can afford to go. We hope during the ensuing year to find that 
this project has gained sufficient impetus to warrant a definite 
recommendation. 


Mr. Francis W. Lee, of Robbins. Road has recently presented 
the music department with well over a hundred choice phonograph 
records and an electric machine for making use of them. These 
are certain to be of great value in the teaching of music apprecia- 
tion. 


Transportation 


Following your instructions, I have attempted to make a sur- 
vey of the transportation situation, to furnish you with data on a 
subject that is rapidly becoming one of your most vexing problems. 


Within my memory there has been no change in the regulations 
regarding transportation. We are carrying pupils now in ac- 
cordance with the limits that were in effect when I became super- 
intendent in 1922, and which were, so far as I can discover, in 
effect for several years previous. The last printed regulations on 
transportation were dated September 8, 1915, and read as follows: 


Rules Governing Transportation of Pupils 


At a recent meeting of the School Committee it was voted to revise the rules 
pertaining to transportation of pupils in accordance with views expressed at 
the annual town meeting and at a largely attended meeting of the Parent-Teachers’ 
Association. 


1. Seventh Grade pupils in North Walpole will attend the Fisher School. 


2. Pupils in the Eighth Grade from North Walpole, in the Seventh and 
Eighth Grades from South Walpole and High School pupils resident in North 
pa bole, pa Walpole and East Walpole shall be entitled to transportation 
as heretofore. 


3. From Nov. | to May | pupils of the High School living more than 14% 
miles from the school shall be entitled to transportation. 


4. From Nov. 1 to May 1 pupils in the Stone and the Plimpton Schools 
below the Fifth Grade, living more than 1 mile from school shall be entitled 
to transportation. 
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5. From Nov. 1 to May 1 pupils in the Stone and Plimpton Schools above 
the Fourth Grade, living more than 114 miles from school shal! be entitled to 
transportation. 


6. The pupils of any school not entitled by the foregoing rules to trans- 
portation at the town’s expense may obtain car tickets from the School De- 
partment at cost, namely at half the regular fare. 


7. The privilege of transportation at the town’s expense shall be suspended, 
for all pupils resident in the Centre District regardless of the School attended, 
during the months of September, October, May and June. 


Note: a. Distances are measured by the shortest highway route. 


b. Pupils living beyond the limits on streets not covered by electric 
lines, if along present line of barges will be transported up to the capacity of 
barges preference being given to those living farthest from school. 


Pupils living off the barge lines will walk to the nearest point on the barge 
route. 


You will observe that these rules are entirely obsolete so far 
as present practice is concerned. Item | was alteredin 1923. The 
rest must have been changed sometime; yet I have searched the 
minutes of school committee meetings from the date given, up 
to the present time and I cannot find that any other intent to 
change was ever recorded, or that any amendment or alteration 
was ever up for consideration. ‘There is one indefinite entry of 
August 14, 1915, to the effect that: 


“The question of transportation was also taken up by the com- 
mittee for discussion.”’ 


A week later, on August 21, 1916, it was voted: ‘‘That the 
Committee advertise for bids for transportation of scholars for 
the Fisher, Boyden, Stone and High Schools.............. 


These two entries doubtless have some connection, but they 
do not indicate a change of regulations. Rather, since the High 
School is involved, may they not have been concerned with the 
fact that the electric car line was on its last legs? 


On the whole, there is only one impression to be gained by re- 
ferring to committee records. They are so filled with complaints 
from parents as to make certain the fact that transportation con- 
ditions were not satisfactory, but they are delightfully vague as 
to just what the nature of the complaints may have been. 


The compelling reasons for the present survey are evident: 


(1) The rapidly rising costs (from $10,155.41 in 1925, to 
$14,228.97 in 1930), and 


(2) The obvious inequalities in the matter of distances that 
pupils have to walk in some districts as compared with others. 


Indeed, about the only consistent element in the transportation 
situation as it now stands is the determination of the present 
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committee to establish no new routes over a shorter distance than 
the legal statute requirement of two miles. As to the inequalities, 
it appears that this committee is heir to a problem not solved 
satisfactorily to themselves, but bequeathed to them by the past. 
The problem has become aggravated by the growth of new settle- 
ments on the outskirts of the town where transportation was not 
necessary at the time the past established its precedent. 


For purposes of discussion, we may assume that we have at 
present eleven distinct routes of transportation, as follows: 


(1) Hast Walpole to High School building. This route car- 
ries 146 pupils this year, requiring five busses. Seventeen of 
these pupils live within a mile and three quarters of school, and 
six of them within a mile and a half. 


(2) East Street to Stone School. This route carries 26 pupils 
this year, one round trip a day. Seventeen of these pupils live 
within one and a quarter miles of school, and nine of them within 
a mile. 


(3) North and Fisher Streets to the Fisher School. This 
route carries only seven grade school pupils, but picks up all High 
School pupils along its way, and the bus continues to the High 
School picking up pupils to capacity. Of the grade school pupils, 
four live within a mile and a quarter of school, and one within a 
mile. 


(4) North Walpole to the High School building. This route 
carries 112 pupils, requiring three busses. Seventeen of these 
pupils live within one and three quarters miles of school, and seven 
of them within a mile and a half. 


(5) South Walpole to High School. This route carries 39 
pupils on two busses. Five of these pupils live within a mile and 
three quarters of school, and three of them within a mile and 
a half. 


(6) Washington Street (South) to Plimpton School. This 
route carries 22 pupils, and all but three of them live between a 
mile and a mile and a quarter from school. 


(7) Winter Street to Boyden School. This route carries 
only two grade school pupils, both living within the mile limit. 
One other pupil is eligible, but travels by other means. The 
bus, however, picks up several High School pupils along the route 
and runs from South Walpole Square as a High School bus. 


(8) High Street to Stone School. This is a newly established 
route and carries seven pupils, all of whom live more than two miles 
from school. 


(9) Coney Street to Bird School. This route carries eight 
pupils, all but one of whom live more than a mile and a quarter 
from school. 
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(10) West Walpole to High and Plimpton Schools. This 
route carries 21 pupils to High School, six of whom live within a 
mile and three quarters of school, and three within a mile and a 
half. It carries also 22 grade school pupils to the Plimpton School. 
Ordinarily these pupils would attend the Stone School, but we 
have no room there. Two trips of the bus are necessary. 


(11) Main Street (South) to High and Plimpton. This route 
carries 9 pupils to the High School, of whom five live within a 
mile and three quarters of school, and two within a mile and a 
half. It carries also sixteen grade school pupils to the Plimpton 
School. Ordinarily these pupils would attend the Stone School, 
but we have no room there. 


In addition to the above, during the winter months a bus is 
run from the corner of Old Post Road and High Plain Street to 
the Bird School, carrying thirty five pupils to grades 1-6. 


The distances on all routes as I have given them were deter- 
mined by automobile measuring, and are sufficiently accurate 
for the discussion since the number of pupils involved varies from 
time to time, anyway, and is hardly essential in determining a 
policy. Routes 1-9 inclusive are operated by the Pierce Bus 
Lines. Routes 10 and 11 are operated by William Jarvis, who, 
besides his morning and night trips, makes an extra trip at the 
end of the High School session. Greater convenience would re- 
sult to pupils if a second bus were available for this route. 


As to parts of the town not served by our transportation, re- 
quests have come within the past. few years for service to Moose- 
Hill, Road, and to upper Bullard: Street. There has also been a 
request for full time service to the Old Post Road. 


The last house on Moose Hill Road lies 1.9 miles from school, 
and there are nine children to accommodate. | 


On Bullard Street the last house lies not over a mile and a half 
from the Fisher School and about three quarters of a mile from 
Main Street. Sixteen children in grades 1-6 inclusive live on 
Bullard Street now. 


On Old Post Road the last house is 1.85 miles from the Bird 
School, and transportation has been requested for all the child- 
ren between there and Washington Street. The corner of Wash- 
ington and High Plain Streets is one mile from the school, and the 
corner of Sybil and High Plain Streets one and one quarter miles. 
The danger to children travelling Washington Street, which is 
now a through highway, has been stressed by petitioners with 
considerable force as an argument for transportation, because 
there is no sidewalk. 


It has been the policy to turn all transportation possible to the 
Pierce Bus Lines. Frankly—and this fact is admitted both by 
the School Department and by Mr. Pierce—the school trans- 
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portation is the backbone of the town transportation system. 
What we pay is, to all purposes, a subsidy essential to maintain- 
ing that system. I would not for an instant suggest that we do 
not get our money’s worth. I am, on the contrary, from reading 
the records of the past, impressed with the fact that school trans- 
portation is more satisfactorily handled now than it has ever been, 
and I credit this to the endeavors made by the bus management 
to render satisfactory service whenever complaints arise. 


Financial 


We shall close the year with a small unexpended balance, ex- 
clusive of the dog tax which we can return to the treasury intact. 
By making minor economies we were able to absorb the additional 
expenses incidental to taking over the Boyden School, without 
drawing on that special account. This was done in accordance with 
the statement we made to the Finance Committee at the time 
we asked for the transfer, that we would not exceed our original 
appropriation unless absolutely necessary. 


I would direct your attention to an appended table of statistics, 
taken for the most part from the report of the State Board of 
Education. I believe these furnish substantial material in justi- 
fication of our appropriations, or for any increase in them. The 
significant figures are not the few thousand dollars of increase in 
the totals of our appropriation, or a fluctuation up or down of a 
dollar or two in per pupil costs. They are, rather, those showing 
the relation our expenditures bear to those of the town as a whole, 
and those giving evidence of the town’s ability to pay. 


You will observe in this connection: 


1. That with a constantly increasing student body, we have 
had a constantly increasing town valuation per pupil, to the ex- 
tent that whereas five years ago we were 34th among the 79 towns 
with whom we are grouped, we are now 2st. 

2. That in spite of very generous appropriations to cover school 
construction at the High School and South Walpole, our tax rate 
has dropped so that we now stand 63rd, as compared with 20th 
in the group five years ago. 

3. That although our appropriation has averaged an increase 
of $4,000.00 a year, the schools received $2.73 less for support from 
town taxes per thousand in 1930 than was the case in 1925; and 
that, whereas we ranked as high as 24th in that respect then, we 
now have dropped to 56th.

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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL 


Mr. Frank L. Mansur, Superintendent of Schools, 
Walpole, Massachusetts. 
Dear Sir: 


I herewith submit to you my fourth annual report as Princiapl 
of the Walpole High School. 


Our enrollment shows that we have made the usual gain over 
last year’s figures. The membership by classes on December 19 
is as follows: Freshmen 142, Sophomores 124, Juniors 93, Seniors 
79, Post Graduates 2, total 440. This is an increase of 39 over 
that of the corresponding date of last year. From the present 
number of pupils in the eighth grades of Walpole and Norfolk it 
is quite evident that next fall we shall have as large if not a larger 
entering class than we received this year. 


This growth is due not only to an increase in population in Wal- 
pole and Norfolk but also to the better facilities in our new build- 
ing, the unemployment situation, and an increasing desire on the 
parents’ part to send their children to high school. Furthermore 
whereas a grammar school education was considered sufficient a 
generation ago, today the employment manager wants at least 
a high school graduate. Then too the compulsory school law 
requires that pupils attend school until they become sixteen, un- 
less employed. These conditions have created in the cosmopolitan 
school many perplexing administrative problems and our school 
has not escaped this dilemma. Shall we specialize in any one 
field of industry and if so in which ones? How shall we teach so © 
many varied subjects to pupils who vary so greatly in intelligence? 
How shall we make the proper selections of studies to put a pupil 
in the college of his choice? How shall we handle the pupil who 
is marking time until he may legally leave school? Finally, how 
shall we classify the pupil who desires to graduate but has not the 
ability? While attempting to solve these problems we must 
maintain a high standard of work to retain our grade A rating 
by the state. Furthermore we must remember that we are teach- 
ing pupils whose aim in life is quite apt to change from one year 
to the next. For this last reason it would seem that we must 
teach primarily fundamental and academic subjects with only a 
small percentage of time given to specialization. 


Attendance at school for the fall months has been 97.44, 95.75, 
97.11 which averages 96.77. Last year the percentage was 96.25. 
These figures are good but the excuses for absence show that too 
many pupils remain at home when effort on their part would bring 
them to school. Attendance and good scholarship go hand in 
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hand as parents should realize. In my report of last year there is 
a paragraph dealing with absence which shows that thirty-nine 
excuses out of one hundred could not be classified as legitimate 
reasons for absence. ‘Tardiness is also a matter which should 
concern the parent. Punctuality is a habit and should be formed 
early in life. It is the duty of the parent to see that the pupil 
leaves his bed early enough to eat his breakfast and to arrive at 
school on time. In case the bus is late the pupil is not listed on 
his card as tardy. Once again I urge better and more punctual 
attendance. 


We were very fortunate in having presented to us by the Wal- 
pole Women’s Club the following pictures, ‘‘The Printing Press,”’ 
“The Manuscript Book,” and “Picture Writing,’’ which are copied 
from ‘‘The Evolution of the Book,”’ a series of mural decorations 
painted by John W. Alexander in the Library of Congress. These 
beautiful copies are quite appropriately displayed in our library. 
The class of 1930 gave as its graduation gift ‘Egyptian Hierogly- 
phics,’’ a fourth picture in this same series. In addition the class 
gave Younghunters’ ‘The Old Santa Fe Trail,’ which we have 
hung in the American History Room. 


Our athletic program has been augmented by another sport, 
basketball. We now have football, ice hockey, and baseball coached 
by Mr. Johnson; basketball and track coached by Mr. Mason; 
and field hockey, by Miss Wallace. In all of these we have made 
a good showing except in track where we are handicapped by lack 
of a cinder track. Basketball became instantly popular with the 
school and town. We had more candidates than we could use 
and the games were well attended. The hockey schedule was 
short due to lack of ice. In baseball we tied with Mansfield for 
first place in the Norfolk County League. With our old rival 
Norwood we played three games, winning one, losing one and 
tying the third. This fall the girls’ hockey team did exceptionally 
well. In football we met very stiff competition and practically 
all our opponents had exceptionally good teams. We won 3, 
lost 5, and tied 1. Once again Bird & Son generously permitted 
us to use their enclosed athletic field. 


Our athletic policy is determined by a council composed of 
coaches, captains, managers of teams, representatives from the 
four classes, and the Principal. Budgets for the various sports 
are approved by it, school letters are voted, and all other matters 
pertaining to athletics are brought before the council. This 
year we are selling for one dollar a season ticket to all home games 
except Norwood and the Carnival games. The average cost per 
game to season ticket holders is about five cents. 81 school let- 
ters were awarded to 60 different boys and girls. From this you 
will see that athletics are not limited to a selected few. 


The Walpole Mothers’ Club has continued to give four medals 
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for character and to supply our assemblies with such speakers 
as Mrs. Margaret Owens, Brother Gilbert of the Mission High 
School, Garfield Morgan of Lynn, Doctor McGillicuddy and 
Doctor Schrader of the State Department of Education. These 
speakers have brought inspiring messages to our pupils. 


Changes in our faculty were limited to two during the summer. 
In place of Miss Todd who resigned to do graduate work at Rad- 
cliffe, Miss Dorothy Newcomb from Spencer, Massachusetts was 
engaged. Mr. Morse, a former teacher, returned to fill his pre- 
vious position as music supervisor. This fall Mr. Eccles resigned 
to accept a position in the Boston school system. Mr. Eccles, 
who was a very enthusiastic teacher, a splendid coach of debating 
and dramatics and a friend to his pupils has our best wishes for 
his future success. Mr. Larrabee, a graduate of Wesleyan Col- 
lege, was engaged to carry on his work. The faculty have co- 
operated splendidly and school has progressed well to date. 


Our dramatic endeavors have been George M. Cohan’s “Seven 
Keys to Baldpate” presented by the dramatic club, an operetta 
“The Ghost of Lollypop Bay’ by the Glee Club, and a one act 
play by the Freshman Class. This year the senior class is work- 
ing on a comedy “The Nut Farm,’”’ the Freshmen home rooms 
will each stage a one act play, and the Glee Club under the di- 
rection of Mr. Morse will present ‘“The Mikado.”’ 


Our building is more and more demonstrating that it is a com- 
munity building. It has been used by the town for its town meet- 
ings, by the Footlighters for their, plays, by the Curity Club for 
its entertainments, by the Edison Electric Company for its demon- 
stations, by the Legion for its Armistice Ball, and by the others 
for various things. Not only do we use it for educational purposes 
but the Norfolk County Extension Service has held classes here. 
Also the Plimpton School usually presents its holiday programs 
in our auditorium. 


Our four classes are well organized with officers elected by the 
class and a faculty adviser appointed by the Principal. Class 
dues are determined by a budget approved by the officers and 
advisers. Records of finances and meetings are kept in uniform 
books and are checked by the advisers. ‘The moneys for all or- 
ganizations are kept in a consolidated account for which there 
is one check book. Miss Thayer acts as treasurer of this account 
and her books must agree with the treasurers of the different or- 
ganizations. All orders for purchases must be approved on a 
standard form by the advisers and by the Principal. No bill is 
paid without the O. K. of the Principal. This seems like un- 
necessary detail but in actual practice it is a very simple system 
and it permits all to know where we stand. 


The all-school exhibit which was held in the gymnasium was 


in 5) 
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a distinct success. The work done by our pupils was attractive 
and interesting. There were exhibits from the various depart- 
ments and of course especially large ones from the Manual and 
Household Arts. To many people the work done here was a 
revelation. 


Our Honorary Society sponsored by Miss Prendergast draws 
its members from those pupils who have high scholarship and 
who are interested in the extra curricular activities. The Classical 
Club is composed of pupils from Miss Mullaney’s Latin Classes. 
Our Student Council consists of home room and class _presi- 
dents, who have charge of traffic in the building, take care of 
the closing at recess, help out on sale of tickets, and try to bring 
out the best for Walpole High. It is under the guidance of Mr. 
Strout. 


Our banking this year is worked on a different basis than of last 
year. We now have coupon books. The pupil after making 
his initial deposit with an entry card, gives it to his home room 
teacher who sends both cards and the money to Miss Thayer, 
who checks these to be sure they agree. She then sends them to 
the bank where the coupon book is registered in the pupil’s 
name and the first coupon detached from the stub which shows 
the amount deposited. These coupon books are then sent to 
the school and given out to the pupils. Once the pupil has the 
book he simply writes on the coupon the amount he is to deposit 
and takes the book and money to the teacher, who detaches the 
coupon after she has seen that the stub left in the book agrees 
with the coupon and the money. She then passes these on to 
Miss Thayer who does the depositing. 


In closing I wish to thank you and the teachers for the co-opera- 
tion shown me.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC

Dear Mr. Mansur: 


When I suggested to the teachers last September that the key- 
note for music study this year be “enthusiasm,” I did not an- 
ticipate that the close of the year would bring forth such a response 
as is already evident when less than half the year has passed. I 
find an eagerness for and delight. in music expression which is 
‘bringing gratifying results, and promises fine progress in the 
future. 


While singing is the medium of expression which is suited to 
practically all of the children, and is, including music reading, 
an invaluable basic training for all music development, I think 
that our attention will be focused in the next few years upon an 
instrumental program. This because it is the outstanding need 
of an allround music program, and because the demand for it 
will soon be insistent. Between the rhythm bands of the younger 
children and the orchestras of the Junior and Senior High Schools 
there is a gap which should be filled with the chance for instru- 
mental study preparatory to a band and orchestra of proper size 
and instrumentation. The instrumental idea may well enlist 
the co-operation of organizations and individuals throughout the 
town. We have always the children, and often the talent, but not 
yet the ability to place the instruments in the child’s hands. | We 
have acquired two cellos and a string bass at the High School and 
it is my hope to net a goodly sum from the Glee Club presentation 
of “Mikado” next April to increase the number of school owned 
instruments. 


I find the textbooks in use in the grades and Junior High Schools 
excellent. I think there should be a change in the High School 
text books on the score of more interesting material, more avail- 
able material, and more practical arrangement for High School 
voices. I hope to see also, a textbook in the hands of each Junior 
and Senior High singer. Music reading is complex and requires 
intensive mental concentration. Only the few are sufficiently 
expert to be able to work well under the distraction of book shar- 
ing. 


I feel that I have returned to Walpole at a most propitious 
time. There are interesting developments ahead. ‘The present 
is bringing such a tide of interest and appreciation as | am some- 
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what at a loss to account for. What I am and have as a teacher 
seems to be meeting a demand. That is to be very happy in one’s 
work.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF HOUSEHOLD ARTS

I have the pleasure to submit to you my report of the work 
done in my department during the school year of 1930. 


The schedule to which I adverted in my last report is now in its 
third year of operation and the discernable results appear to sub- 
stantiate its value. The plan is briefly, to present for instruction 
beginning in the 5th grade and continuing through the high school, 
the elementary and advanced problems in Foods, Clothing, and 
Dietetics, with a course in Household Management the fourth 
year of high school. The latter involves a knowledge of these 
essentials and demonstrates how they are all involved in success- 
ful domestic management. 


There is increasing difficulty at the Bird School due to the un- 
satisfactory performances of the stoves, the use of the cooking 
laboratory for lunch room purposes, and obsolete seating arrange- 
ment due to lack of proper black board space. I hope that these 
matters can be attended to, as they are all essential to the proper 
teaching of the course. 


We are serving in the high school cafeteria about 450 pupils 
and faculty daily. Plain and substantial food is served at cost.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MANUAL ARTS

Dear Sir: 


I herewith submit my annual report as Supervisor of Manual 
Training. 


There is a countrywide demand, and I think with considerable 
good judgment, that our public school system rearrange its courses. 
Particularly in the high school, material should be added that will 
better prepare our young people for their life work or rather, better 
prepare them for happier and more useful lives in the community. 


Many interesting attempts, some very elaborate, are being 
made throughout this country, and much valuable information 
is already available on the various plans of enriching the High 
School Curriculum. To strengthen our practical courses, do- 
mestic science, art, drawing and shop work by adding to their 
content, by giving wider and more useful experiences in them, 
cannot fail to materially aid in preparing our young people to be 
better and more useful citizens. As a large per cent of the pupils 
that graduate or leave our High School, occupy themselves in our im- 
mediate community in business, industry or in the homes, a study 
of their needs will convince us that our Practical Arts courses could 
be made to be of greater benefit to them. 


We have made a creditable start along this line in our High 
School, even though our beginning is naturally small. Our pro- 
cedure should be carefully worked out, for I think in the next 
few years, much will be done to make the vocational courses of 
greater service. I do not mean this plea to be interpreted vo- 
cationally alone, as the cultural side in these courses can be made 
much more attractive and valuable to the average student. Until 
higher education is made more available to this large group, we 
should make our High School serve more definitely, and directly. 


I believe that our college preparatory type of High School of 
the past, has failed to be of much help to the average boy and 
girl. I hope that during the coming year, we will be able to meet 
the needs of this large group in a better way.

I hereby submit my third annual report as Supervisor of Phy- 
sical Education. 


This year I am encouraging more team games. It is desir- 
able that as much of this type as possible be included in the class 
work. These sports are important, not only for physical develop- 
ment and health, but because they give the student opportunity 
of learning several types of motor activity which are fundamental 
in most games and which he may make use of for leisure time 
recreation. 


It has been encouraging to see the increase in the number of 
boys who are taking part in extra-curricular activities. This 
increase, however, has confronted us with the problem of how 
to take care of them. Our playing fields, at present, are inade- 
quate. This is especially true of the Junior High School. 


Last spring the Junior High School boys and girls gave a demon- 
stration in the High School gymnasium. We plan to have another 
demonstration this year, to include the High School classes. This 
one will be held in the evening and parents are cordially invited 
to attend.

I herewith submit my annual report of the work covered in 
physical education. 
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As in the past all work, as far as possible, has been carried on 
outdoors. The fall and spring months are devoted entirely to a 
“game program.”’ 


The program in general is as follows :— 
Fall and Spring—Outdoor activities. 


Simple games in the Ist, 2nd, and 8rd grades, developing into 
team games in the 4th, 5th and 6th. | 


Tennis and Soccer at Bird Junior High—baseball in the spring. 
Hockey and some soccer at Plimpton Junior High—baseball. 
Hockey and baseball in High School. 

Winter—Indoor Activities. 


Through the first six grades—Rhythm plays, folk dances, games, 
marching ete.—in the classroom. 


In the Junior High and High School, folk and tap dancing, 
marching, apparatus and games. 


Last winter there was a girls’ basket-ball tournament in which 
ten teams of Junior High and High School girls played. This 
year eighty-four girls in the High School have signed up for after 
school volley ball. A tournament is to be played off after Christ- 
mas. 


The High School girls have a field hockey team each fall. This 
year they had a very successful season playing a schedule of nine 
games. 


@ Last spring at Bird School we were fortunate to be able to use 
the pool at Bird Park in the hot weather. We are planning to 
use the tennis courts this spring, as we started to do last fall. Mr. 
Osborn has very kindly made this possible. 


In connection with “Child Health Day,” each at the follow- 
ing schools put on a complete demonstration of physical education 
activities, in which every child in the school took part—Bird, Stone, 
Boyden, Fisher, Plimpton Junior High. At Plimpton School 
we presented a Tercentenary pageant which was built around a 
health idea. 


I should like here to express my appreciation of the co-operation 
of the teachers, whose help made the undertaking in each school 
possible.

Some children are 
unfortunate in that the parents have neglected to remedy these 
defects found and thus the mental and physical development of 
the child has been retarded. 


It is hoped that parents will try to carry out the slogan ‘‘Healthy 
minds in healthy bodies,” recently adopted at the conference on 
child welfare in Washington. President Hoover requested the 
educators to bend their energies toward applying this slogan and 
thus raising the standard of the children in this country physically 
and otherwise.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


Mr. Frank L. Mansur, Superintendent of Schools, 
Walpole, Massachusetts. 
Dear Mr. Mansur: 
I herewith submit my report for 1930 as school nurse. 


The usual examinations were made by the school physicians 
and notices of the defects found were sent to the parents. In 
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some cases visits were made to the home and the nature of the 
defect explained, and when necessary, the child was taken to a 
clinic or hospital. 


Kach child is weighed once a month, and is measured twice a 
year, at the opening of school in September and at the end of the 
half year. The weight is recorded on a chart which hangs in the | 
class-room. 


The daily inspection of each pupil by the teacher still continues 
to be one of our great health activities. At this time the child 
is inspected for his personal appearance and for symptoms of con- 
tagious disease. The class group is an important agency for 
arousing the child to a self pride in health achievement. 


Milk from the Norfolk County Agricultural School has been 
used in the schools this year, as in previous years. 


It is interesting to note that 24,741 bottles of milk were dis- 
tributed during the year 1929 in the schools as follows:

I want to take this opportunity to thank the parents for their 
splendid co-operation. Such interest is very pleasing and will 
be of great value in trying to help these children. 
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This year four children were sent to the Norfolk County Health 
Camp, through the courtesy of the Health Center and the local 
Red Cross. The children profited a great deal by the summer 

-at camp. Here are the gains in pounds made by each child.

1,245 children were tested by the auditometer. 

91 were found defective. 

56 slight defect in right ear. 

18 almost one half hearing gone in right ear. 
7 practically all hearing gone in right ear. 
3 no hearing. 

48 slight defect in left ear. 

25 almost half hearing gone in left ear. 
6 practically all hearing lost. 


The children have been advised to consult the family physician. 
The teacher has been advised to seat children properly accord- 
ing to defects and to give them special attention. 


About 75% of our school children are now immunized against 
diphtheria. We feel that this is a big step forward in health edu- 
cation. 


Health Day was observed in all the schools in May. This day 
is usually the climax of our health teachings for the year. Phy- 
sically Fit tags were awarded to the children who had completed 
the following requirements: 


a. An examination by physician. 

b. Received a medical certificate. 

c. Received a dental certificate. 

d. An average weight (9% below or 19% above may be 
considered to be in average limits.) 


Tags were also given to children who made an improvement 
in health habits.

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BEerORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF 
THE WALPOLE PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The Trustees of the Walpole Public Library submit their annual 
report for the year 1930 and would call attention to the report 
of the Librarian, herewith presented for the detailed statistics of 
the Library work. 


The Board organized this year with Col. Walter Whitman as 
chairman and Mrs. Harold Goddard as secretary and all members 
of the board, members of the book committee. 


In April, Mr. Allan Russell resigned his position on the Board 
and at a joint meeting of the Selectmen and Trustees, Mr. Frank 
L. Mansur was chosen to fill this vacancy until the next town 
election. 


The personnel of the Library staff at the Center from January 
to June was the same as last year: Miss Casindania Eaton, Li- 
brarian; Miss Katherine Lewis, Assistant; and Miss Emily Mor- 
rissey of the High School, Circulation Assistant. In June, Miss 
Eleanor MacLean, a graduate of the Simmons Library School 
was added to the staff. It was the hope of the Trustees, who were 
now in closer touch with the schools, due to the presence of Superin- 
tendent Mansur on the Board, that Miss MacLean could spend 
four mornings a week in the High School Library to good ad- 
vantage and do much more work with the High School students 
than we had been able to do before. Miss MacLean did this un- 
til the end of the year, but since the opening of the Charles Sum- 
ner Bird Childrens’ Room, her work as Childrens’ Librarian has 
taken so much time that she will not go to the High School from 
now on. 


We are glad to have had the splendid services of Miss Annette 
Blaney in the East Walpole Branch for another year and would 
publicly acknowledge our indebtedness to her and to Bird & Son, 
through whose generosity this is made possible. 


Several material changes have been made in the Library this 
year, among them being the improved lighting system,—this, we 
believe, is not only pleasing but very beneficial to our staff and 
our readers. 


The town has installed an oil heating plant, a Ballard; aside 
from the fact that this makes the work of caring for the Library 
less, the absence of dust and ashes is of inestimable value. 
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The great improvement in the Library for the year is the re- 
habilitation of the lower floor and the creation of The Charles 
Sumner Bird Childrens’ Room. Two of the south rooms were 
thrown to-gether, making one large and beautiful Reading room. 
The basement was cleaned and painted, new store rooms and 
toilets added and an entrance hall and coat room finished. This | 
work, costing some over $4,700.00 was made possible by the be- | 
quest of Mr. Charles Sumner Bird, for whom the room is named. 
The children now have their own room withits separate entrance and 
their own Librarian. Proof of its need and appreciation is found 
in the increased numbers who use the room and attend the Story 
hours held by Miss MacLean. The room formerly used by the 
children has been made into a reference room and allows much 
needed expansion in the adult use of the library. 


During January of 1931 the location of the South Walpole 
Branch will be changed from the Fire Station to the new Boyden 
School. The kindness of the firemen in allowing us to use their 
building has been greatly appreciated and the change to the vacant 
room in the school is made only because it is hoped that more people 
will be able to make use of this station if it is possible for the child-' 
ren to exchange books right in the school building. 


The Trustees thank all those who have made gifts to the Li- 
brary during the year as well as those who have helped us by their 
appreciation or constructive criticisms to increase the effective 
use of our Library, of which Walpole has a right to be proud. _ 


The Trustees would express their satisfaction in the efficient 
work of Miss Eaton and the faithful and pleasing service of Miss 
Lewis. They would acknowledge the help and co-operation of 
Miss MacLean and Miss Morrissey and would recognize the help- 
fulness of Mr. Allen in many ways. 


The decision of Mrs. Hamilton not to run for re-election as a 
trustee is learned with regret. She has for many years served the 
Library faithfully.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


December 31, 1930. 
To the Trustees of the Walpole Public Library: 
I herewith submit my report for the year 1930. 


The past twelve months have seen many changes in the ad- 
ministration of the library and in the housing of the books. In 
spite of the radical alterations in the building itself and the re- 
sultant reshelving of the entire collection of books, because of the 
co-operation of the staff, everything was accomplished without 
once closing the door to any reader. 


If early surroundings influence personality, as many psychologists 
contend, the boys and girls of Walpole will grow up with an ap- 
preciation of graceful, gracious living, for they have come in pos- 
session of a reading room of the most charming sort. The pic- 
tures on the walls are as much a part of the room as the books. 
The first is called Solitude, and shows an Indian in a birch bark 
canoe on a blue lake, a wooded hill behind him and the sunset 
glow on a bluff in front. Then too there is a knight on the quest 
of the Holy Grail, by E. A. Abbey, which will surely kindle imagina- 
tions. One may also see groups of sailboats, with golden sails 
on an Italian sea; also Imaginary Landscape, by the Flemish 
painter, Matsys. 


The new reading room, together with its furniture, pictures, 
and decorations, has been made possible through the generous 
fund given to the Walpole Public Library by Charles Sumner 
Bird, and will therefore be known as the Charles Sumner Bird 
Room for Boys and Girls. A more worthy memorial would be 
hard to imagine. Librarians no longer huddle the boys and girls 
in a dark, unattractive corner with the admonition to be quiet, 
not to disturb the adult readers. The reason is that a busy group 
needs no proctoring. Boys and girls are so eager to read that 
they will read anything. Since the printed word is more power- 
ful than the spoken, since what is sought is more valuable than 
what is thrust upon one, to have available the best that has been 
thought and written is of the utmost importance. 


Miss Eleanor MacLean, a graduate of Simmons College School 
of Library Science, joined the staff in July in the capacity of child- 
ren’s librarian in charge of the Charles Sumner Bird Room. <A 
plan whereby Miss MacLean was to devote 14 hours a week to 
the High School Library was tried, but, proving mutually impracti- 
cal and unsuitable, was abandoned in December. Miss Katherine 
Lewis has remained faithfully at her post in charge of circulation. 
Miss Emily Morrissey was -promoted from page to assistant in 


‘ 
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circulation. The East Walpole Library has been functioning 
as before under the able management of Miss Blaney. 


The most spectacular success of the Charles Sumner Bird Room 
for Boys and Girls has, as might have been expected, been evi- 
dent in the multitudes of visitors since its opening in October 
and the attendance at the Story Hour on Saturday mornings at 
ten-thirty. But its effects have been far-reaching as well as im- 
mediate; the congestion at the main circulation desk and reading 
room has disappeared to be replaced by the atmosphere of quiet 
leisure which is most conducive to enjoyment in reading. 


A reference room has been fitted out in the room where the 
juvenile books were formerly kept. This room contains the dic- 
tionaries, the Who’s Who, the Atlases, Readers’ Guide to Periodical 
Literature, the General Laws of Massachusetts, college catalogs; 
in addition to more specialized treatises, the Library is fortunate 
in having the following encyclopedias of recent date: The New 
International; the Americana; The Encyclopedia Britannica, 14th 
edition; and the Catholic Encyclopedia. Since these books are 
used, for the most part, by High School students, there is a sec- 
tion devoted to all types of books which have an especial appeal 
for young people. This browsing corner is at present very small 
but will be increased as usage and funds determine. 


The room at the immediate left of the entrance now houses the 
biography collection; this will be found to contain accounts of 
the most amazing as well as most illuminating type which will well 
repay the reader who seeks them out. The current and the most 
recent of the circulating magazines occupy a corner of this room; 
there is here also a new newspaper rack which makes instantly 
visible and available four daily and two weekly papers. 


The books in the stacks contain the rest of the non-fiction, the 
fiction, and the new books. While all the books have been _re- 
shelved, they will all be found in the same relative position. The 
new books have been placed in the last section of the East wall- 
stack; here they are more pleasingly arranged and other books 
may be more readily accessible. 


The arrangement of these books has been planned and executed 
with the convenience of readers in mind. Not the least important 
item in this respect was the replacing of our inefficient and inade- 
quate lighting system by central overhead lights regulated by a 
modern safe switchboard. Holophane shades with suitable in- 
sulated wiring and adequate bulbs have solved the stack lighting 
problem; books on the lowest as well as those on the highest shelves 
are lighted so as to be visible without the slightest eye-strain. 


Much of the basement, in addition to the new room, has been 
refinished and the space utilized for storage. A large room, freed 
by the installation of a splendid oil-burner, holds the articles be- 
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longing to the Historical Society, as well as genealogical books. 
A magazine room, in which all the unbound magazines are as 
readily available as those that are bound, a fire-proof closet for 
storing the janitor’s tools and supplies, and two toilets complete 
the re-building of the basement. 


In addition to providing for the adequate care of Walpole’s 
valuable collection of books, those in charge have not neglected 
the new ones, buying some 600 new titles during 1930. But seek- 
ing these new books out is the most difficult task that could be 
set a person who is too busy to read the latest reviews, even grant- 
ing that the reviews are to be trusted. For that reason, Book- 
week, November 17-22, was observed. The theme of the week 
was ‘More books in the home’ and was sustained by the books 
themselves which were of the type to be read and owned, rather 
than borrowed. The arrangement too attempted to intensify the 
main purpose by creating quite simply an atmosphere of ease 
in which books are the chief decorative note; to this end, the trus- 
tee’s room, with its high neutral walls, large window and open 
fire lent itself admirably. The number of visitors who wished 
to visit the exhibit was so great that the time was extended to 
include Thanksgiving week; in these two weeks the room had 
approximately 275 visitors, many of whom expressed the wish 
that something of the sort might be permanent instead of a yearly 
acknowledgment of the ideal. 


But the present has meaning only as we connect it to the past 
and tie it to the future. During the coming year much remains 
to be done. The adult rooms look decidedly dingy, especially 
in comparison with the new juvenile room. The woodwork of 
the Library is really beautiful and the architecture is excellent, 
but .both are marred by several years’ accumulation of grime. 
Equally pressing is the need for more shelf-space, for moving the 
children’s books downstairs did not leave room for expansion. 
Now that all the books are in place, not an extra inch of space re- 
mains upstairs and so it is evident that the Library will shortly: 
need to have a mezzanine glass floor above thé present stacks. 
Such a step would practically double the book capacity of the 
library; individual study desks and conference rooms could, in 
that event, be provided without additional expense. The Li- 
brary was built with this in mind and is so constructed that the 
extra tier of stacks is a natural expansion very easily accomplished. 


Walpole is unusually fortunate in having an enthusiastic and 
active Board of Library ‘Trustees whose interest during the past 
augurs well for the future.

Sir :— 


As directed by you I have made an audit of the accounts of the 
Town of Walpole for the year ending December 31, 1930, and 
submit the following report thereon. 


The financial transactions of the Town, as recorded on the books 
of the several departments receiving or disbursing money for 
the Town, were examined and reconciled with the books and 
records in the Town Accountant’s office. 


The books and accounts in the Town Accountant’s office were 
examined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were 
checked with the records in the several departments collecting 
money for the Town and with the Treasurer’s books. The records 
of payments were checked with the warrants approved by the 
Selectmen and with the Treasurer’s books. 


The classification book, in which are recorded the receipts and 
disbursements in classified form, was checked and compared with 
the ledger accounts, the appropriation accounts were checked 
with the Town Clerk’s records of appropriations voted by the 
Town, the ledger accounts were analyzed, and a balance sheet, 
which is appended to this report, was prepared showing the fi- 
nancial condition of the Town as of December 31, 1930. 


The books and accounts of the Town Treasurer were examined 
and checked with the records in the several departments collect- 
ing money for the Town and with the other sources from which 
money was paid into the Town treasury. The recorded pay- 
ments were checked with the warrants authorizing the Treasurer 
to disburse Town funds and with the books and records in the 
Town Accountant’s office. 


The cash book was footed throughout for the period covered 
by the audit, the cash in the office was verified by an actual count, 
and the bank accounts were reconciled with statements furnished 
by the banks. | 


The securities and savings bank deposits representing the in- 
vestment of the trust funds were personally examined and checked 
in detail. 


The books and accounts of the Tax Collector were examined 
and checked in detail. The commitment of poll, property, and 


f 
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motor vehicle excise taxes were checked and reconciled with the 
assessors’ warrants, the recorded collections were checked with 
the commitment books, the abatements were checked with the 
Assessors’ record of abatements granted, the payments to the 
Treasurer were verified by a comparison with the Treasurer’s 
cash book, and the outstanding accounts were listed and recon- 
ciled with the Town Accountant’s books. 


The commitments of water charges were examined and checked. 
The recorded collections were checked in detail to the commit- 
ment lists, and the recorded payments to the Treasurer were 
compared with the Treasurer’s books. The abatements were 
verified and the outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled 
with the Accountant’s ledger. 


The outstanding taxes and water accounts were further verified 
by mailing notices to a number of persons whose names appeared 
on the books as owing money to the Town, the replies received 
thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The tax titles held by the Town were examined and reconciled 
with the Accountant’s ledger account. It is recommended that 
the validity of the tax titles held by the Town be determined, and 
that the tax titles on land of low value be foreclosed under the 
provisions of Section 79, Chapter 60, General Laws. 


The Town Clerk’s records of dog and sporting licenses issued 
were examined, and the payments to the County and the State, 
respectively, were verified by receipts on file. 


The records of receipts from licenses, town hall rent, the sealer 
of weights and measures, and the health, highway, school, and 
library departments were examined, and the payments were checked 
with the Treasurer’s and the Accountant’s books. 


The surety bonds of the Tax Collector, Town Treasurer, Town 
Clerk, and Town Engineer were examined and found to be in 
proper form. 


In addition to the balance sheet, tables are appended to this 
report showing a reconciliation of the Town Treasurer’s cash 
summaries of the taxes, assessments and water accounts, together 
with tables showing the transactions of the several trust funds. 


While engaged on the audit, I received the co-operation of the 
various department officials, and I wish, on behalf of my assistants 
and for myself, to express appreciation.
